Senators Seem To Be Playing 
Into ands o Politica Enemies, 


IVE ISSUE IS SIDETRACKED

Washington, February 4.—(Spectal.)—Are, 
senate democrats being gold-bricked? Can 
it be possible that some of the strongest and 
ablest and stanchest of the democratic 
membership of that body are allowing 
themselves to be used by men who have no 
real sympathy with the party, and whose 
acts can only result in harm to democracy? 
Is it all part and parcel of the long-con- 
tinued effort to sidetrack the one isssue 
that is nearest the hearts of the democratic 
masses—the one issue upon which the party 
has any chance to win? 

These questions, and others of like pur- 
port, are being asked frequently in Wash- 
ington these days. They come as the out- 
growth of the fight which many of the 
democratic senators are making against 
treaty ratification—a fight which, despite 
all explaining, seems inexplicable to most 
of those who bave watched developments 
and studied the problems presented. In- 
explicable from the standpoint of legisla- 
tion, and inexplicable from the standpoint 
of politics. 

To outsiders not permitted to peep within 
the inner council chamber of these anti- 
ratificationists it looks very much as if 
they were deliberately playing into the 
hands of the republicans. I am aware that 
they take a decidedly contrary view of the 
situation, and believe they are playing the 
best kind of politics, but just how they 
figure this out is not exactly plain. As I 
understand their position, they are aiming 
to place the republicans in the position of 
standing for territorial “aggression” or ‘‘ex- 
pansion,” believing that this 1s to be the 
great political question of the future, and 
they figure it out that the democratic party 
will by this get the benefit of the anti- 
expansion sentiment which they believe to 
be paramount. , 


To state their position ag I understand It: 


They say to the republicans, ‘“‘We will give 
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you the votes necessary to ratify the treaty 
if you will make the government say, by 
act of congress, that it will not hold the 
Philippines permanently, but will let the 
natives thave their own government at 
some time in the near future."”” Perhaps 
they do not express it in just that language, 
but that is the idea. They count on enough 
votes to prevent ratification, and they say, 
therefore, “if you do not adopt some distinct 
and unmistakable declaration of policy, you 
must take upon yourselves the ratification 
by your own votes at an extra session of 
the new senate.” The anti-ratificationists 
figure that this refusal of the republicans 
to declare opposition to the permanent re- 
tention of the Philippines puts them in the 
attitude of standing for territorial ‘“ag- 
gression,’”” and that the political effect of 
this will be beneficial to the democrats, 
because, as they see it, the sentiment of the 
country is against the expansion policy so- 
called. 

Of course the other side of the picture fs 
something very different. Tlhose who favor 
ratification contend in the first place that 
there is no connection whatever—that is, 
no legitimate connectlon—between the 
treaty and the future policy of the coun- 
try on the territorial question. They be- 
lieve that the thing to do is to ratify the 
treaty now’and pass upon the question of 
policy when it comes legitimately before 
congress, as of course it must. Then the 
democrats who are going to vote for the 
peace treaty feel that it is far better, from 
a political sense, to ald in the ratification 
rather than to array themselves in oppo- 
sition to such ratification; for they see 
that even if there is nothing to féar in a 
technical resumption of the war status, 
there are many dangers in delay, and that 
the people, looking at the matter solely 
from the standpoint of patriotism, and not 
of politics, have little sympathy with efforts 
to make political capital out of so im- 
portant a matter ’as the prompt ending of 
the present uncertainty. 

Delay can only result in carrying the 
treaty over to the new congress, which 
means that the republicans will be given 
the credit of ratification. Opponents of the 
treaty seem to think that the blame at- 
taching to ratification will be greater than 
the credit; but the advocates of the treaty— 
and particularly the democratic advocates 
of it—think the credit will far outweigh 
the blame. 

It seems to be the desire of some, at 
least, of those opposing ratification to force 
the terriforial question to the front as 
the chief issue in future. politics. This is 
un@oubtedly the feeling back of the dilag- 
nosis which shows political benefit to be 
derived from arraying the party as a party 
against “expansion.”’ They believe that the 
great majority of the people are on that 
side of the territorial problem, which may 
or may not be true; if it is, it has noth- 
ing to do with the ratification of the treaty. 
Whether it is or ts not, the attempt on 
the part of the politicians to force that to 
the front as the chief issue will have 
the effect of pushing the restoration of 
silver into the background, and if that 
is good politics a great many people here 
fail to see it. 

To be eure, that is just what the eastern 
element which is crying out so strongly 
against “expansion” particularly wants. 
Mr. Carnegie and Mr. Hoar and Mr. Hale, 
and the constituents of these latter gen- 
tlemen are very anxious to hear nothing 
more of silver, and it would not be unfair 
to guess that the vigor of the anti-expan- 
sion cries put up by these gentlemen re- 
ceives added emphasis when they think 
that they are contributing to the burial of 
the dreaded free silver “‘craze:” 

Again the question recurs, are not the 
democrats wh oare fighting to array their 
party, as a party, alongside these gentle- 
men being deftly gold-bricked? 

To go into this thing a little deeper: Mr. 
Gorman, of Maryland, who is as able ant 
astute a politician as grows. and who rep- 
cesents the element vf eastern democracy 
which, having fought silver heart and soul, 
was very lukewarm in support of the 
democratic ticket in 1896, is quietly, in 
talking to his friends, taking to himself 
the credit of having marshalled together 
this democratic opposition to the treaty. 
These friends are already telling what a 
@reat personal victory it is for Gorman; 
how, when he took hold, there were but 
ten men in the serfate who were opposed 
to the treaty; and how, by his deft ma- 
nipulation, he has made.that number in- 
crease until now the treaty ts in danger. 

This ts mentioned because ‘it serves to 
give an indication of the source of the 
opposition. I do not mean to imply that 
Senator Gorman and t"2.e who ore arrayed 
with him are not sincere in the reasons 
they give for their position; and I do not 
say. that the position of the older senators 
is influenced by resentment of the fact 
that Mr. Bryan has seen fit to say that 


/ the treaty should be ratified; ror do I 
subscribe to the idea that Mr. Gorman 


s the chance to forge to the front; but 


sition to the treaty fn the senate should 
be inspired and led by one who would 
certainly like to see the silver question 
kept in the background. 

That he has handled things very craftily, 
the results show. Mr. Gorman is at his 
best in the manipulation of men. He is 
one of the men who have great faith in 
the ability of public men here fn Washing- 
ton shaping the political affairs of the 
country. He forgets—though the lesson 
was taught so recently that he ought not 
forget it—that it is not the politicians 
who make the issues, There would have 
been no silver issue so far as democracy 
is concerned if the politicians had been 
able to have their way; and it strikes me 
that if the polftical munipulators, harken- 
ing to the siren songs that are wafted 
from New England and the east, endeavor 
to shift the issues and shove the Chicago 
platform to the background, they are liable 
to run up against the biggest snags they 
have yet found in public life. 

I presume it is very shocking for one 
not @rawing a five-thousand-dollar salary 
from the government to suggest criticisms 
of these men who have been in the senate 
for many years, but as a truthful chroni- 
cler of what fs going on, I may he permit- 
ted to refer to the questions which n.any 
democrats are asking about the pusition 
taken by those democratic leaders who are 
not only fighting the treaty themselves, but 


. 

to criticise it if he sees fit. Whatever the 
people of the country desire on the broader 
question involved in the term of retention 
of the Philippines, they want the treaty 
of peace ratified. That at least is the 
way it looks here. And the democratic 
masges of the south and west—yes, and of 
many of the middle and eastern gtates— 
do not propose that silver should be side- 
tracked, no matter what the senate poll- 
ticlans may do or say.

Washington, February 4.—This was an- 


otiter day of expansion oratory in the sen- 
ate. In the open session the speakers were 
Mr. Chilton, of. Texas, and Mr. Wolcott, of 
Colorado. Mr, Chilton made a constitu- 
tional argument in support of the Vest res- 
olution. Mr. Wolcott made an eloquent 
address—almost impassioned appeal—to the 
senate for the ratification of the peace 
treaty. At the conclusion of his brief ad- 
dress he was accorded the compliment of 
hearty applause. 

At the beginning of the day’s session Mr. 
Allen, of Nebraska, offered a resolution to 
the effect that it is the intention and pur- 
pose of the senate in ratifying the treaty 
of Paris to place the inhabitants of the 
Philippine islands and Porto Rico in exact- 
ly the same position as respects their rela- 
tions to the United States as are the in- 
haLitants of Cuba. 

Mr. Allien gave notice that he would ad- 
dress the senate upon the resolution on 
Monday. 

Mr. Chilton then addressed the senate. 
He asserted that he was not an anti-annex- 
ationist or anti-expansionist. Within prop- 
er limits he regarded it as the duty of this 
country to widen its bounds. He thought 
the acquisition of Porto Rico and the island 
of Guam was well enbugh, but in the acqui- 
sition of the Philippines a grave public pol- 
icy was involved. He believed such acqul- 
sition involved serious perils and that dan- 
gers to our government and institutions 
would constantly menace us. He did not 
regard the annexation of the Philippines 
as at all simf~lar to that of Louisiana, Cali- 
fornia and other territory now a part of 
the United States. His belief was that if 
we took the Philippines and they became a 
part of this country our people would never 
cease to regret it. 

Mr. Chilton sajd if our operations were 
confined to Porto Rico and Cuba we would 
need-no increase in our standing army, but 
if the Philippines were taken we should re- 
quire an army of 200,000 men to subjugate 
the scattered and turbulent elements in the 
islands and pensions would be piled on pen- 
sions. He declared his belief that the su- 
preme court would hold that congress had 
no power to prevent the Filipinos from 
passing from one part of the country to 
another. But even if the inhabitants were 
shut out their products would not be and 
could not be. 

Mr. Foraker, of Ohio, interrupting Mr, 
Chilton, called his attention to authorities 
for the statement that it would be compe- 
tent for any state of the union to protec: 
itself in any way it saw fit by levying im- 
port duties om importations from the Phil- 
ippines.

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urging congress not to annex the Philip- 
pines On the ground that it would demoral- 
ize the cigar market of this country. 

Mr. Chilton said he would do with the 
Philippines what the United States had 
done with the republic of Liberia on the 
‘Coast of Africa. Liberia took its independ- 
ent position as a sort of offshoot from the 
United States and had been given moral 
protection by the United Siates. With 
such an arrangement no European govern- 
ment would dare to interfere with the in- 
dependent government of the Philippines. 
In conclusion Mr. Chilton urged an amend- 
ment to the treaty declaring in effect that 
we did not propose to maintain permanent 
possession of the Philippines. That would 
assuredly ratify the treaty. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Chilton's speech 
Mr. Wolcott was recognized. He attempted 
no discussion of the pending resolutions, 
but urged the ratification of the treaty on 
purely moral and patriotic grounds. 

If the commissioners appointed by the 
President had presented t» the senate a 
treaty yielding up the Philippines he would 
have felt it his duty to ratify their action; 
if they had theld in the treuzy only a coal- 
ing station he would have felt bound equal- 
ly to support their uction. 

“In their wisdom,” said he, “they have 
brought to us a treaty providing for the 
taking of the entire Philippine group, and 
I see before me my duty to assist in the 
ratification of that action. The commis- 
sioners appointed by the president were 
men eminent in character and ability. They 
have brought back a treaty with Srain 
by wh'eh we may deal with the Filiminos 
as congress hereafter may wiscly deter- 
mine. Yet we stand here day after Qay 
wrangingling. over resolutions of no force 
and effect and which serve only to cmbar- 
rass our own people in the Philippines and 
afford comfort to our opponents on the 
islands. There is not one of these ueées- 
tions raised which may not properly be 
dealt with after the treaty is ratitied. 


Stand as One Before Foreign Foe. 


“However much we may differ among cur- 
selves wpon questions of internal policy, we 
ought to stand as one before a foreign 
foe. I, for one, recognize a great difference 
between a treaty establishing commercial 
reiations with another nation and a treaty 
bringing to a conclusion a successful war. 
It is important that we should present an 
unbroken front in meeting a question of 
this kind. We owe a debt to our brethren 
across the sea. We had their unqualified 
moral support and the influence of their 
trained @iplomats throughout the war Had 
it not been for England we should not 
have emerged -from the late war with 
colors flying so high. Today we have 
among the nations of Europe only one 
friend—Great Britain. The other nations 
stand with rapacious hate, hoping that we 
may encounter some repulse.”’ 

Adverting to the attitude of the oppo- 
nents of the treaty in endeavoring to inject, 
as he said, politics into the consideration 
of the pending question and to force out 
of it an issue for the next presidential 


Campaign, Mr. Wolcott said: 

“But it is deplorable that in formulating 
such an issue and in pursuit of such a 
policy these leaders should find it neces- 
sary to seek to dishonor this government 
and the administration which has guided us 
so wisely through thé troubled sea of inter- 
national complications and brought us to 
the threshold of an honorable peace, that 
they should dishonor us in the fact of 
nations of the world, and should seek to 
bring about some fancied political ad- 
vantage by an attempt to defeut the ratifi- 
cation of a treaty which if unratified must 
bring back a condition of war as it existed 
before the report of the commissioners, 
passive as it may be, but full of uncer- 
tainty and full of disaster to the interests 
and the welfare of our country. 

“T do not believe such tactics can win. 
There are men enough on ‘both sides of 
this chamber who will stand by the govern- 
ment, not because it is a republican gov- 
ernment, but because it is an American 
government. 

“The results of the war have left us 
charged with a duty to eleven millions of 
people. We found them under the domina- 
tion of Spain. Nobody wants to turn them 
back to Spain. 

“If we should abandon those islands as 
a derelict it is certain that they would be- 
come a prey to Europe. Fo. one, I am 
certain that the ratification of the treaty 
would ameliorate the condition there and 
advance the interests of the Filipinos. We 
shall not put our hands on these people 
except to bless them, and our efforts will 
be to lift them up to the standards of 
civilization and Christianity. 

“Our relations with e innabitants of 
those islands,’’ continued Mr. Wolcott, “are 
certain to be fair, honest and just. We 
may make mistakes. We have made mis- 
tekes in the past, .But, with our protecting 
hand over them, those people will find 
themselves more secure in their lives, prop- 
erty and happiness than they have ever 
before been.”’ 

In answer to the charge fhat the acquis!- 
tion of the islands would be contrary to the 
spirit of our republic, he said this govern- 
ment was the first experiment of its kind 
ever made. = 
“Every year,” he continued, “has brought 
us additional burdens, and with them has 
come added atness. And who shall say 
that in the developments of this republic, 
with its Anglo-Saxon strength and energy 
it will not increase until we have planted 
our institutions and-.principles fn that far- 
off archipelago?

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PEACE TREATY STILL DEBATED. 


Senate in Executive Session Unable To 
Reach a Conclusion. | 

Washington, February 4.—Another effort 
was made in executive session of the senate 
today to secure unanimous consent to a 
vote on the resolution interpretative of the 
peace treaty, and it was refuse@ by the 
opponents ‘of the treaty. The request was 
proffered by Senator Sullivan, of Missis- 
sippi, who expressed a desire to have a 
vote on the resolution offered by himself, 
Senator Jones made the objection, 

There was also another effort to secure 
general consent to an earlier meeting Mon- 
day, but this also was refused, Senator 
Jones, of Arkansas, acting as spokesman 
for the opposition. Senator Lodge was in 
charge of the fortunes of the treaty to- 
day in the absence of Senator Davis. He 
suggested meeting on Monday at 11 o’olock, 
but consent was refused, as was also the 
consent to a recess until 12 o’clock Monday 
or to an order dispensing with the routine 
businesaz on that day. The result was an 
adjournment until 12 o’clock Monday with- 
out any conditions. The fact developed, 
@uring this fencing for time, that several 
senators wished still to be heard in expla- 
nation of their attitudes. Fr 

Among those who have announced their 
intention to ask to be heard is Senator 
Allen, of Nebraska, who, it was stated, 
would denounce the opposition to the treaty 
in democratic ranks as a conspiracy 
against Mr. Bryan. 

For the rest, Senator Morgan’ occupied 
the attention of the senate in a very forci- 
ble argument in support of the treaty. Hb 
declared his convictions that the treaty 
should be ratified without amendment or 
modifying declaration. He believed the 
American commissioners to the Paris con- 
ference had acted very wisely and in the 
best interests of the whole country, and 
he for one was willing to accept their work 
just as they ha@ given it to us, He was 
also perfectly willing to trust the presi- 
dent, aided as he would be by congress, 
to take care of the Philippine question in 
the way most satisfactory to ur people 
and in the best interests of she Filipinos, 
He warned the democratic senators against 
taking a position against the treaty, as- 
serting that if the¥Y succeeded in defeating 
it they would wreck the democratic party.

HEARING LASTED FOUR DAYS 


Wes Case Janston v8, Atlanta Natlonal 
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INTERESTS IN MANY STATES AFFECTED 


The Bill for Receiver, Brought by Par- 


ties in Other States, Which. Is 
' Now in United States Court, 
Will, Be. Heard 
Soon. 


After the conclusion of argument in the 
case of Johnston against the Atlanta Na- 
tional Building and Loan Association at 
ll o’clock last night, Judge Lumpkin re- 
fused to appoint a receiver for the com- 
but enjoined the association from 
the use of some of the by-laws which 
Were passed at the last annual session of 
the directors. 

Judge Lumpkin delivered a short opinion 
covering the case, and cited some authori- 
ties upon which he based his opinions. He 
said that he @id not think the financial 
condition of the association as shown by 
the evidence in the case was sufficiently 
bad to warrant the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the association. 

*“T consider the case of very great im- 
portance,” said he, “on account of the 
amount and the law involved. I have lis- 
tened closely to the arguments which have 
been presented with great ability and sk'll 
by both sides. No time has been uselessly 
coisumed by counsel in setting forth thelr) 
respective contentions. 

‘“"The case is divided into two parts. One 


is for the appointment of a receiver and 
the other for an injunction to prohibit the 
use of portions of the by-laws. Without 
discussing at length the various law points, 
I will say regarding the first point that I 
ao not think this is a case for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

“In the second case, laying reason or mo- 
tive of the etockholders aside, I will view 
it from a strictly legal etandpoint. The 
corporation has a right to control all things 
within the corporate body, and the com- 


-plainant must first ask relief of the as- 


sociation.’”’ 


Judge Lumpkin then took up the by-laws | 


that were made an issue in the trial. The 
first objection raised in the argument was 
to the by-law effecting the expense fund. 
Judge Lumpkin sustained the objection to 
this. He held ‘that the corporate body had 
no right to change the by-law over the 
protest of a stockholder or director. 

The second by-law considered by the 
court was the one regarding withdrawals. 
He said that he would overrule the objec- 
tion to this, as the plaintiff showed no dis- 
position or desire to withdraw. 

The third by-law objected to was that 
concerning the maturity of stock. 

The fourth was that seeking to limit the 
liability of the stockholder, and the fifth 
Was concerning the payment of stock in 
anything but cash. 

To summarize, the court refused the fre- 
ceiver and enjoined the association from 
the change in the by-laws regarding the 
expense funds; from the creation of a re- 
serve fund; from seeking to limit the lia- 
bility of a stockholder, and from the pay- 
ment of stock at maturity in anything but 
cash. 

The night session was a very interesting 
one. Judge Dorsey an@ Mr. Smith de 
arguments, both of which were very able 
discourses. A large number of members of 
the bar and building and loan people were 
Present to hear the arguments and great 
interest was shown in the proceedings. 

The Morning Session. 
Mr. Wimbish began the argument for the 


. defendant at the opening of the court for 


the morning session. He spoke forcibly of 
the affairs of the association. He did not 
think that the minority had the right to 
seek such extraordinary relief as was being 
sought Ly the plaintiff. He cited authori- 
ties to show that the minority shareholder 
Was not entitled to a receiver. He reviewed 
the affairs of the company and showed that 
it was continuing the regular affairs of 
the association. He held that there could 
be no insolvency unless the assets fell he- 
low the loan fund. He spoke for nearly 
four hours on the status of the association's 
-affairs.and the legality of the claims of the 
plaintiff. 

Judge Dorsey commenced his argument 
after Mr. Wimbish concluded. 

He began by saying that Mr. Peeples had 
said that Mr. Johnston was present at the 
birth of the assoctation, ‘“‘and now.” said 
Judge Dorsey, “he wants to be at its fun- 
eral, and not as a mourner.” , 
Judge Dorsey criticised the plaintiff for 


> 


allowing the alleged mismanagement to go 
On, and for being at a meeting of the 
stockholders without raising any protest. 
He read authorities to show to what extent 
a minority.stockholder could seek relief 
from the court. He said that Johnston 
came into court, criticised the acts of the 
directors, of whom he was one, and ac- 
quiesced in the actions taken by the Loard 


| of directors. 


Judge Lumpkin interrupted Judge Dor- 
sey and said that the two points that stood 
out in the cage were whether’ the associa- 
tion was in a’ condition where it could go 
any further. He said that insolvency was 
not a strictly accurate term, as it was 
hard for a building. and loan association to 
become insolvent. The other point was re- 
garding the by-laws. 

The judge wanted to know if the directors 
had the right to make these by-laws, and 
whether the nagement of the associa- 
tion under therm would injure the interests 
of the shareholders. , 

Judge Dorsey said the cry of the plaintiff 
was that the pérsistent stockholder would 
be destroyed, and that too much was being 
paid to withdrawing members. 

Judge Dorsey held that the majority of 
the stockholders could amend the by-laws, 
and that such action would force the 
minority to conform to them. He cited au- 
thorities on this question. 

The court took a recess at 2 o'clock until 
7 o’clock in the evening. 

The Night Session. 

Judge Dorsey continued his argument ta 
the night session. He argued forcibly on 
the condition of the’association and the 
rights of the directors. He held that. the 
members have the.right to pass the by- 
laws, and that this fact had not been 
disputed. 

Judge Dorsey said that if the stockholders 
had a vested right in the association, noth- 
ing in the world could take it from them. 

Judge Lumpkin asked if a building and 
loan association could lay up a reserve 
fund without any charter authority. Judge 
Dorsey ‘said he thought it could. He said 
that the theory of a building and loan as- 
sociation was a co-partnership; that every 
one put in and withdrew the same. Judge 
Dorsey held that the members had a right 
to pass the by-laws complained of. 

He said that the resolution establishing 
the reserve fund’ was not passed because 
the association was insolvent. He ex- 
plained the use of the reserve fund in 
answer to questions from Judge Lumpkin, 
and showed how it would be distributed 
among the stockholders whenever their 
stock matured. This fund is distributed as 
the different classes of stock mature, and 
goes pro rata to the stoekholders. 

Judge Dorsey said Mr. Smith had given 
notice that he woul@ make an attack on 
Mr. Kingsbery’s transaction with the as- 
soc.ation, ‘“but, may. it please your-honor,” 
said Judge Dorsey, “what can that attack 
be? There is not one circumstance in this 
entire case from its inception to*this hour 
that in. the least taints the character of 
Charles 8. Kingsbery either directly, re- 
motely or otherwise.”’ 

Judge Dorsey then went into an explana- 
tion of the Henley matter to show fhat the 
association had done what was exactly 
right and that Mr. Kingsbery ‘hod acted 
as an agent or trustee between the asso- 
ciation and Bates, Kingsbery & Co. 

‘Mr. Kingsbery,”’ sai@ Judge Dorsey, 
“did as he was instructed by the associa- 
tion and received nothing in return but 
the amount due Bates, Kingsbery & Co. 
on account of a large debt due by Iienley 
to the company, and made the amount 
good to the association.” 

Judge Dorsev spent much time pn this 
transaction. The Henley matter nas been 
one of the important points in the case, 
having been discussed at length by coun- 
sel, 

Affidavit of Kingsbery. 

Mr. Kingsbery, in his affidavit, set forth 
the following allegations: 

“That in 1889 C. D. Henley wz2s in the 
employ of Bates, Kingsbery & Co, at a 
salary and commissions amounting to $3,500, 
or thereabouts, per annum, and on or about 
said date borrowed fronr the said Bates, 
Kingsbery & Co. the sum of $5,600; that 
subsequently, to-wit, on or about June, 
189%, sai@ Henley, after due application 
and other prerequisites, obtained from the 
Atlanta National Building and Loan As- 
sociation a loan in the sum of $6,000 based 
upon sixty shares of stock in said asso- 
ciation, and secured by a lien upon cer- 
tain real estate in the town of Attalla, 
Ala.”’ 

These facts were referred to in the biil, 
and the affidavit says that after payment 
of something over $1,000 upon his dues, 
Henley defaulted in his payments and fore- 
closure proceedings were instituted. 

“Following the institution of this suit,’ 
continues the affidavit, ‘‘a proposition was 
made that the association accept the prop- 
erty pledged to it in full satisfaction of 
said $6,000 loan, and allow the shares upon 
which said loan was obtained to be with- 
drawn.”’ 

A settlement was reached whereby Hen- 
ley was to convey to the association the 
property hereinbefore mentioned in ‘full sat- 
isfaction of said loan of $6,000; also to pay 
the arrears due upon his said shares of 
stock, and have them reinstated and con- 
tinue as.investment stock. When the prop- 
erty was accepted it had a gross income of 
$1,200 per annum. | 

“At the same time a contract,”’ says the 
affidavit, “was entered into between C. D. 
Henley and said Bates, Kingsbery & Co., 
whereby said Henley pledged and assigned 
his said reinstated shares of stock to C. 8S. 
Kingsbery as trustee and agent for Bates,

Atkins and J. W. Goldsmith states ha 
the claim known as the Henley claim was 
settled as set forth in their affidavit and in 
the contract. 


Rights of Directors. 

Judge Dorsey continued, and 
authorities to show that ag long as 
the directors kept within the charter 
rights, no court of equity would appoint 
a receivep to udminister the affairs of the 
association. He said that as soon as the 
petitioner found he could not rule the 
association, he filed a bill to ruin it. He 
said he would trust the opinion of (Messrs. 
Kingsbery, Atkins, Draper and Goldsmith 
before he would that of Johnston, the mi- 
nority, and that the stockholders would do 
the same. 

Judge Dorsey said that if Johnston knew 
anything wrong, he should have gone to 
the stockholders, and that they would 
have corrected it. He said Johnston had 
sat still at the directors’ meeting and had 
them rushed inte the court to get it to 
take charge of the business. He said 
that unless Johnston tried those things 
which he should have tried before going 
into the court, the bill was demurrable 
and ought to be dismissed. Judge Dor- 
sey closed his argument by rea@ing a state- 
ment showing that the association has over 
$200,000 assets over and above all liabilities. 
He said that this was the boldest effort to 
wreck a concern and bring ruin and dis- 
may to thousands that he ever knew. He 
spoke with great indignation of Mr. JJohn- 
ston when arguing his motive in bringing 
his bill for a receiver. Judge Dorsey 
closed his argument at 8:30, and Mr. Smith 
began the last argument of the hearing. 


Mr. Smith’s Argument. 


Mr. Smith stated he differed very much 
with the counsel on the other side as to 
what the evidence in the case showed. 

He said their arguments signified a lack 
of familiarity with the facts. He stated that 
the suit was brought by Johnston, a man 
who has not borrowed a dollar from the 
association. 

Mr. Smith’s first argument was to show 
how Johnston had sought relief before 
bringing his suit. He said that at the last 
directors’ meeting. Johnston had tried to 
postpone the meeting and made a motion tc 
postpone for six months, but that the 
other members of the board of directors 
had voted voted to proceed. 

Mr, Smith attacked the Ly-laws and held 
that they were inimicable to the interests 
of the stockholders. 

He read a large number of authorities 
to show the nature of the by-laws, and that 
they must not be vexatious or detrimental 
to the stockholder or threaten the interests 
of the stockholder. 

He discussed the financial condition of 
the association, anf stated that out of 
over $600,000 of alleged assets, only a little 
over $200,000 are alive today, according to 
statements of various persons. 

He said that. where the association had 
foreclosed and taken charge of the proper- 
ty it was not worth more than 50 cents on 
a dollar, 

“If the loan fund 1s taken into considera- 
tion,”’ said Mr. Smith, “they are short of 
the amount paid in by $100,000. The associa- 
tion has reached a place where it is impos- 
sible to continue business. Where do they 
get their income? From new members, and 
these they have failed to get.’’ 

Mr. Smith next took up the Looks of the 
company and the transactions of the offi- 
cers of the association. He said that the 
expenses Of running the association for 
the last year had been $15,000 and he said 
a receiver could be appointed that would 
run it for less than that amount. ; 

A bill for a receiver for the association 
is now pending in the United States court, 
brought by shareholders in other gtates 
than Georgia. A hearing of this case will 
be had very soon.

Instead of coming to Tallahas- 
see and presenting further arguments ver- 
bally before the commission on the 2th, 
the representatives of the railroads met in 
Jacksonville on the 2th and prepared a 
written document for submission to the 
commission. 

That statement was placed before the 
commission last Wednesday, but so far as 
is known or can be ascertained here, the 
commission has as yet taken no action in 
the matter. Mr. J. M. Baars, a prominent 
Jacksonville attorney, arrived in Talahas- 
see last evening, and it is rumored that 
he has come here to act as counsel to the 
commission and take any dispute about 
passenger or freight rates into the courts. 
In this event a long legal fight may be 
anticipated.

» Colquftt, Ga., Femruary 4.—(Special.)—Th¢ 
second day of the now famous Rustin mur- 
der trial was marked by the same intense 
interest and evidences of suppressed ex- 
citement that characterized the first day’s 
gession, when Burrell Phillips, the first of 
the seven parties indicted for the murder of 
old man J. P. Rustin and his son, Virgil 
Rustin, *was found guilty. and sentenced to 
life at hard labor in the penitentiary. 

The people of Miller county realize that a 
new epoch hinges on this remarkable trial, 
and feel that the future of ¢heir community 
will be in @ great measure sha'ped by its 
outcome. They realize that the county is 
under a cloud, and that if the hand of jus- 
tice does not fall heavily on the perpetra- 
tors of the most dastardly crime that has 
darkened the annals of southwest Georgia’s 
history in years, the county will never be 
able to outlive the shame that will other- 
‘wise fall upon her. 

Colquitt is a typical county seat of a typ- 
ical rural county. The town is only a clus- 
ter of dwellings and small stores around 
the courthouse and hotel.e The former 
structure is a large, square, two-story 
frame building with the courtroom on the 
ground floor and the offices of the county 
Officials wpstairs. Twice a year since jt 
was buflt it has been the center of interest 
for miles around, tait never before have 
events transpiring within its walls been 
followe@ with such eager interest as has 
been manifested since the convening of this 
special term of court. 

No Danger of Lynching. 

One must be on the scene of action to 
comprehend the state of public feeling 
growing out of this Rustin case. The com- 
mission of. such a crime anywhere would 
‘have “created ‘excitement of the most in- 
tense nature, but off here in this quiet, 
isolated region, whose people are nearly all 
tillers of the soil, lumbermen and turpentine 
operators, the feeling that is exhibited is 
of such character as to defy the descriptive 
power of ordinary adjectives. Still, there fs 
no, restlessness and no threats are heard. 
Soe confident havé the people been from the 

»vety beginning that the guilty parties would 
Le brought to justice that a lynching has 
never been regarded as a possibility. It is 
plainly to be seen, however, that only the 
prompt action of Judge Sheffield in ordering 
@ special term of court to try the accused 
parties kept public indignation from reach- 
ing the point where it could not have been 
controlled. The wheels of justice are now 
grinding very surely and the people are sat- 
isfled, but there is no doubt that if, by any 
Slip of the cogs, while the wheels of jus- 
tice are grinding, one of the accused -par- 
ties should gain his liberty without having 
clearly estaLlished his innocence, it would 
not be healthy for him to make his future 
residence in these parts. 

The Trial of George Phillips. 

George Phillips, nicknamed “Coot,” was 
arraigned for trial this morning at 8:30 
o’clock to be tried for the same crime for 
which his father, Burrell Phillips, was con- 
victed yesterday. He was represented by 
Colonel W. I. Gear, while Solicitor General 
John R. Irwin was assisted in the prosecu- 
tion by Hon. Clarence Wilson, of Fort 
Gaines, and Colonel C. C. Bush, of this 
county. George Phillips is the young man 
who accomplished the ruin of Rowen.z Rus- 
tin, daughter of the old man who, together 
with his only son, was so brutally mur- 
dered on the night of January 2ist !ast. 

The story of the ocevfrrences leading up 
to the crime has never been published. 
When old man Rustin found that his daugh- 
ter had been ruined, he caused rer to swear 
out @ warrant charging George Vhilips 
with seduction. That was in September 
last. Phillips was arrested, given a prelim- 
inary hearing and bound over +o the April 
term of Miller superior court. ‘he follow- 


: 
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ing facts were brought forth during the 
trial today and show conclusively that 
the crime wis deliberately planned and pre- 
meditated. 

The Testimony. 

The first witness introduced this morn- 
ing by she state was Mr. B. A. Sheffield, 
who swore that he had told the defendant, 
George Phillips, after learning, Miss Rus- 
tin’s condition and after defendant was 
pound over to the superior court, ‘hat it 
would be better for him to go ahead and 
marry the girl. Phillips replied: “I will 
just be d—d if I doit; I will kill both the 
old’ man and his brother first.” 

Jack Lee, the second witness for the state, 
testified that shortly before the crime 
George Phillips approached him and endeav- 
ored to induce witness to go with him to 
the house of oki man Rustin ‘‘to help give 
him hell.’’ 

Judge P. N. J. Dozter, of the county 
court of Miller county, testified as to the 
dying statement of old man Rustin, which 
is the strong card of the prosecution. Judge 
Dozier’s testimony was very impressive. 
He said that the old man gave the names 
of five of the murderers whom he distinct- 
ly recognized, Burrell Phillips, George 
Phillips, Ike Gardner, Dems Bailey and 
Florence Bailey, and stated that he thought 
Le recognized Henry Phillips. The witness 
said: 

“As I was leaving the cabin the old man 
said to me: ‘Mr. Dozier, will you do me 
the kindness to come by here. I want to 
see you; I want to tell you who killed me 
and my son.’ He then named the five 
whose names have just been given. He also 
requested the witness to take care of his 
daughter and see that she was properly 
treated. 

‘‘In two minutes after he finished speak- 
ing he was dead,’ said Judge Dozier. His 
will power had kept him alive until he 
could °give the names of his murderers, 
and that done, he gave up the ghost. 

John Henry Hutchings, whose home is 
a mile from the scene of the killing, swore 
that on the night of the crime he distinct- 
ly heard, at that distance, a familiar 
‘thoot,”’ which he recognized as a peculiar 
call used by George Phillips, the defendant. 
He considered the circumstances strange, 
but attached no particular importance 
to it. 

Rowena Rustin was the last witness 
sworn by the state. She testified that 
George Phillips had made threats in her 
presence against her father. ‘“‘He told my 
brother,” she said, ‘“‘that if the case (mean- 
ing the seduction case) was not settled be- 
fore court time there would be trouble, 
and that somebody would be hurt.” 


Rustin Ordered To Leave. 


It also developed during the trial that a: 


few nights after Phillips was bound over 


‘to the superior court and released on bail, 


a notice was posted on old man Rustin’s 
gate warning him to léave the country 
with his family at once, ‘or they would be 
visited.’’ The notice was embellished with 
a coffin, skull and crossbones, etc., and 
bore marks representing ten signatures. 
Rowena Rustin says she recognized the 
handwriting as that of Dems Bailey, one 
of the defendants. 

The defense today tried to prove an alibi, 
but made a sad muddle of it, the evidence 
in several instances showing such wide 
discrepancies that the backbone of the de- 
fendant’s case was completely shattered. 

Dems Bailey was put on the stand and 
swore that on the night of the killing he 
and his brother, Florence Bailey, left Col- 
quitt in a buggy, drove home, put ‘up their 
team and then went to the Phillips home 
and spent the night with the defendant, 


“orence Bailey then took the stand and 
sware to the same story, except that he 
stated that he and his brother “‘ate supper 
at their sister’s home before going to the 
Phillips home.” 


Defendant Very Nervous. 

George Phillips, the defendant, Is a fine 
looking young man, with rosy. cheeks, 
black hair and black eyes that sparkle like 
diamonds. When he took the stand to 
make his statement he manifested intense 
nervousness and could not keep still for a 
second. His agitation was almost pitiful. 
So conscience smitten did he appear that 
his keen black eyes could not be induced 
to glance toward the twelve tried men and 
true in whose hands his fate rested. 

He gazed intently at the floor while raak- 
ing his statement, which was very dry and 
uninteresting. He said, in effect, that he 
d:d not go near the Rustin home on the 
night of the killing, and that the first he 
knew of the tragedy was when the news 
spread on the following morning. After 


sf supper with the Phillips family. 
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the conclusion of his statement both sides 
closed. 
' ‘The arguments on “both sides were very 
short, Hon. Clarence Wilson and Solicitor 
General Irwin speaking for the prosecution 
and Colonel W. I. Gear for the defense. 
The case went to the jury at 4 o’clock, but 
at midnight a verdict had not been reached. 
It is believed that the disagreement of the 
jurors is with respect to the degree of 
punishment, a majority favoring capital 
punishment and the others life imprison- 
ment. é 

One hundred and eight jurors have been 
examined in the two cases already tried, 
and it will be necessary to prepare new 
panels tomorrow. There are five cases yet 
to be tried, all of which will be as inter- 
esting as the two already disposed of. 

It is generally believed here that at least 
five of the seven parties indicted will be 
convicted and probably all of them, and 
that no lighter sentence than-life Imovrigon- 
ment will be imposed. 

Dems and@ Florence Bailey, brothers, will 
be put on trial tomorrow morning end the 
two will be tried together. A good deal of 
difficulty in securing a jury is apprehended. 
The same attorneys who figured in tcday’s 
trial will conduct that of the Baileys to- 
morrow. 

One of the features of this remarkable 
case was the charge of Judge Sheffield to 
the grand jury immediately afier the ccn- 
vening of the court. Those who beard it 
Characterize it ag one of the abies* charges 
ever delivered in a Georgia courthouse, 
the effect of which has been most gratify- 
ing. He told the jurors that the time tad 
some when they must do something to 
check the onward march of crime in the 
county, else see it become a *sothed of 
lawlessness and corruption. lie called to 
their attention a numper of cases where 
flagrant crimes had been a'lowed to gO 
unnoticed, the grand juries not even tak- 
Ing the trouble to investigate the fects, 
and declared to them that unless the grand 
jurors would act in such a way as to mani- 
fest an unmistakable zeal in their effcrts 
to bring guilty parties to justice, there 
could be no hope for the security of life 
and property in Miller county. He said 
that if a check was not instantly put on 
lawlessness the home of any citizen was 
liable to be visited at any time by the 
midnight assassin, who could feel sure by 
reason of the indifference of successive 


grand juries, that he could commit foul 
murders with impunity, 


SOLDIER KILLED IN AUGUSTA. 


Shot by Saloon Keeper Who Made His 
Escape. 

Augusta, Ga, February 4—(Special.)— 
Dennis O’Connell, private in company F, 
Fifteenth Minnesota regiment,’ was killed 
tonight by C. B. Hadley in his barroom, 
just outside the city limits, 

O’Connell, his brother and two other sol- 
d‘ers went into Hadley’s saloon. They had 
been drinking and O'Connell was cursing 
profanely and vulgarly. Hadley told him 
his wife was in the store and could hear 
him and he must stop. O’Connell said: 
“G— d—n it, if she don’t want to hear it, let 
her go out.” 

Hadley, without another word, drew his 
pistol and shot the soldier dead in his 
tracks. The bullet entered just above the 
heart and death resulted in a few minutes. 
O’Connell never spoke after he was shot. 

As soon as Hadley saw that the man was 
dead, he ran out, mounted his horse and 
galloped away. It is contended by. his 
friends that he only got away to avoid lying 
in jail until the April term of cowrt, but 
that he will give himself up in due tim 
and stand his trial. | 

O’Connell was twenty-four years old and 
unmarried. His brother, who was with 
him at the time, is just twenty-one. The 
occurrence is deeply regretted by the com- 
munity, as this is the first homicide since 
Camp McKenzie was established.

“Great God! he’s going to kill himself!’ 

The words were shouted by a negro pedes- 
trian who stopped suddenly in front of the 
Hotel Jackson about,7 o'clock yesterday 
morning. And as he uttered them he point- 
ed upward to one of the third story win- 
dows in the Cannon hotel. 

Some twelve or fourteen people were pass- 
ing at the time. The exclamation?’ arrest- 
ed their steps. They stopped, glanced at 
the negro, and then, their eyesight follow- 
ing the direction indicated by the out- 
stretched arm, they saw a large, dark-hair- 
ed, dark-mustached man, clad only in shirt, 
trousers and socks, balancing himself on 
the sill and apparently making ready for a 
plunge to the stone pavement. 

“Hold on, man! hold on—don’t jump!” 


yelled the first one in the crowd who could 


catch his breath. 

“Stop him—for God’s sake, stop him!’ 
shouted another, wildly. 

The man in the window looked at the ex- 


-cited, pale-faced throng and smiled va- 


cantly. 

“You are not going to commit suicide?’ 
interrogated a cool-headed pedestrian. 

The man in the window nodded. 

The interrogator turned and said quiet- 
ly to a young.man near him: 

“Run up to that room and grab him— 


guick—he’s drunk.” 

The young fellow dashed across the mud- 
dy street and sprang up the stairs. The 
next moment he was breathlessly inform- 
ing the clerk, and the next the clerk was 
leaping wp the second flight. In two sec- 
onds he had gained the floor, in four he 
was qpposite the door, against which he 
flung his body. It was locked. Then he 
shook the knob and demanded admittance. 
A laugh answered him. 

Blocked in that direction, the clerk 
wheeled, sped down the hall, jumped. 
through a window on to the balcony and 
crept down it to the window of the mad- 
man’s room. He peeped in cautiously and 
saw the guest sitting quietly on the sill in 
an attitude of thought. The clerk gathered 
himself for a spring. The guest turned, 
gaw the clerk, arose to his feet and dived. 
A thud, followed by a shout, told the clerk 
the suicide was done. Horror paralyzed 
him one moment, but the next his faculties 
came back to him with a rush, and he 
dashed back to the window, leaped through 
it, bounded down the steps and ran out onto 
the pavement. The man lay outstretched 
on the stone flagging, face down and mo- 
tionless, apparently dead. 

In ,a few minutes a large crowd had 
gathered. The limp form was examined, 
and though Mfe was not extinct, conscious- 
ness was. 

An amibulance, which some one had sum- 
moned during the excitement, arrived 
shortly. When the inanimate form was 
lifted into it the surgeons discovered that

| ther examination at the hospital revealed a 
number of horrible bruises, 

At first it was thought the man would 

live. Later the fact that he had sustained 
internal injuries was developed. Hope for 
him waned from then on, and at noon he 
died. . 
The suicide proved to be A. Mayer, of 
Cleveland, O. He arrived in Atlanta night 
before last and went to the Cannon hotel. 
Having no baggage, he paid for his room 
in advance, 

He left instructions to the clerk to be 
called at thalf-past 6 o’clock. 

“I am going to Augusta on that 7:50 
train,” he said. ‘There is a man down 
there who has in his possession some pa- 
pers I must get. He was my partner in 
business in Cleveland, but now hé is in the 
army—a major in the Tenth Ohio volun- 
teers. 

“We failed recently and they are after 
me. Good God! they tried to catch me on 
the train. I don’t know what to do!” he 
concluded, and he paced up and down the 
room in great excitement. The clerk saw 
that something was wrong with the guest. 
Mayer: quieted down, however, before he 
went upstairs to his room and the clerk 
dismissed the wild remarks from his mind. 
He is sure now, in the light of what has 
since occurred, that the man was crazy. 

Mayer was well dressed and had consid- 
erable money, $51.15 being found in his vest 
pocket, and a handsome gold watch.

His Wife in Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., February 4.—(Special.,.— 

News of Mr. Mayer’s death was received 
in this city with sorrow by his intimate 
friends. The fact that Mr. Mayer leaves 
a wife and four children is perhaps the 
saddest feature to the tragedy. The chil- 
dren are: Berta, aged fourteen; George, 
aged twelve years; Frank, aged ten years, 
and Ecsnund, aged! five years. Mr. Mayer 
was about thirty years old. He had been 
in the crockery business since he was a 
lad, and was respected by the merchants of 
the city. Following the appointment of the 
receiver for the business, there was a sale, 
the Produce Exchange bank purchasing the 
stock. Mr. Mayer was placed in charge as 
managed; I. B. Heller acting in the ca- 
pacity of receiver. 
_ William Ulmer, of No. 673 St. Clair street, 
was placed in the store as the representa- 
tive of the bank. The latter last night, in 
speaking of Mr. Mayer’s @geath, said: 

“I had expected something like this. Mr. 
| Mayer had acted strangely for several days 
prior to last Wednesday, when he left the 
‘city. At times he would walk for half an 


| hour at a time back and forth in the store. 


He seemed to be worried about something. 
This something was his business, Tuesday 
night, in speaking of his affairs to me, he 
said: ‘If matters don’t mend pretty soon 
I'll go crazy.’ He said no more than that. 
The next morning he seemed ro act better 
than usual. He left the Store before*noon. 
I did not see him again. .Mrs. Mayer told 


me that he had gone out of the city. . She 
said he left Wednesday night. F-dsked 
Mrs. Mayer if her husband had gone to see 
his former business partner, Major O. M. 
Schade. She told me that sne did not 
know, but supposed he had. From other 
information I have in my possession, I am 
satisfied that he was on his way to visit 
Major Shade when he was attacked by a 
fit of insanity which he could not throw 
off.’’

He says 
he has not heard from Mayer in six months 
and knows nothing of any papers in his 
possession that Mayer could want, and did 
not know that he was on this way back to 
Augusta.

DEFENDS THE EMPEROR 
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New Secretary of the Interior Discus- 
ses Conditions at St. Petersburg. 
London, February 4.—Ethan Allen Hitch- 
cock, the ‘retiring American ambassador 
to Russia, who was recently appointed 
United States secretary of the interior, ar- 
rived in London today on his way to Wash- 
ington. He carries home the strongest pro- 

Russian sympathies. 

In an interview had with him by a repre- 
sentative of the. Associated’ Press, Mr. 
Hitchcock denounced emphatically the sto- 
ries current since the beginning of the 
Spanish-American war, that Russia was a 
member of the coalition of continental pow- 
ers which would have intervened in the 
dispute had England not refused to join 


them. 

“These stories are utterly unfounded,” 
said Mr. Hitchcock. ‘“‘There has never been 
a single item of proof produced to substan- 
tiate them, and on-the contrary, Russia has 
been most friendly toward the United 
States, and has manifested that friendship 
during ‘the past years in many ways of 
which my position forbids me to speak. 
Unfortunateiy, the.Rugsian government is 
so constituted that it cannot do much talk- 
ing in such cases as the present, but can 
only wait for time to afford opportunities 
for proving the truth. When these oppor- 
tunities arrive its friendship will be de- 
monstrated. The false impressions which 
have arisen are Very unfortunate, and I 
think are largely due to the utterances of 
Russian newspapers, certain of which are 
popularly supposed to be official organs, 
whereas, the supposition is utterly unfound- 
ed, as they represent the government no 
more than independent sections of the 
American press represent that government. 
In discussing domestic politics, the Rus- 
sian papers must be most cautious, but 
when it comes to foreign affairs they are 
allowed a degree of liberty and even li- 
‘cense which surprised me. Of course, if 
they say th that .interfere with the 
government’s plans, they may be cautioned 
and told that they.are injudicious, but or- 
dinarily they are entirely unhampered.”

I am 
amazed that people are content not to 
know where the places are they read about, 
where the man of importance they read 
about was born and when. And they are 
contenti not to know what a word means 
when there is in the next street, or in the 
next room, or, perhaps, at their very hand, 
some dictionary or encyclopedia which 
would at once tell them all that they ought 
to know,”’’

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IN THE ALABAMA LEGISLATURE. 


The Anti-Cigarette Bill Is Favorably 
Reported. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 4.—(Special.) 
The house bill prohibiting the sale or offer- 
ing for sale in Alabama of cigarettes or 
any substitute for them was favorably re- 
ported in the house today. Hon. John Wal- 
lace, of Madison, one of the brightest and 
most energetic of. the younger members, is 
the author of the bill, and insists he will 
make a law of it, notwithstanding dozens 
of. able legislators thave failed to accom- 
plish as much in the past. 

The thouse today, after an extended de- 
bate, reconsidered its action of yesterday 
in passing the bill which provided for the 
appointment by the governor of a supernu- 
merary judge at a salary of $3,000 a year, 
who ghould take the place of any circuit 
or chancery judge who was disqualified 


from presiding by illness or otherwise. The : 
argument was made that the special judge | 


would draw $2,000 a year whether he per- 
formed any service or not, and the bill 
was indefinitely postponed. 

The bill to provide for compulsory vac- 
cination, when necessary, to protect the 
people of the state against smallpox, came 
up in the house this morning and an ex- 
tended debate ensued. Messrs, Kyle, Mil- 
ler, Kelly, Huey and Marbut spoke against 
the bill and Messrs. Robinson, Killen and 
Patterson spoke for the measure, A motion 
to indefinitely postpone was finally adopted 
and the bill was thus defeated,

will prohibit any sale or exchange of trans- 


fers, and wil] contain such provisions as 


will protect the Consolidated company. A 
large order for.transfer tickets will be 
made by the Consolidated in the next few 
days, and this ordinance, as passed, will 
be printed on the back of every ticket. 

There is no doubt that the ordinance will 
become a Jaw. The company, in inaugu- 
rating a transfer system, is liable to be 
cheated by passengers in a number of ways, 
‘and this step is merely one for the purpose 
of jprotecting the Consolidated, or any 
other company that might inaugurate a 
transfer system. :

This is the twenty-third anniversary of 
the Medical department of that famous in- 
stitution; the thirteenth anniversary of 
the dental department and the tenth anni-

There were thirty-eight graduates from 
the medical department this year, two of 
whom were ladies—Dr. Annie B. Marsh 
and Dr. Carrie E. Wilson. Georgia had 
three graduates in the medical class—Dr. 
J. Arthur Moore, of Macon; Dr. 8, C. Mc- 
Iver, of McIntosh, and Dr. Cato H, Wilson, 
of Grantvillé. 

There were two graduates from the dental 
department, and six graduates from the 
pharmaceutical department. 

This institution and all similar institutions 
are doing a great work in reducing the 
mortality of our people and improving the 
health of the communities in which their 
graduates locate. The colored physicians 
are to be found in every state and city of 
mportance. Georgia has more than sixty- 
five. They are to be found in Rome, Ma- 
con, Columbus, Hawkinsville, Americus, 
Savannah, where two have been appointed 
city physicians; Augusta, Athens, Boston, 
Albany, Waycross, Milledgeville, Valdosta, 
Tifton, Willacoochee, Ne@nan, Atlanta and 
other places. In all of thése they are doing 
excellent practice, and have the confidence 
of the people and the respect of the pro- 
fession.

ev. George W. Moore, field secretary of 
i South American Missionary Associa- 
tion, has delivered this interesting report. 
I take pleasure in reproducing it in this 
column. It is as follows: 

“New York, January 30.—The field secre- 
tary in the South American Missionary As- 
sociation, Rev. George W. Moore, of Nash- 
ville, has made a protracted and detailed 
investigation concerning the negro in pro- 
fessional life. He reports that in 1895-96 
there were 1,319 students in professional 
courses in colored schools, and of these 126_ 
were women. 

“There were 7038 students and seventy-six 

raduates of theology, 124 students and 

wenty-four graduates in law, 286 students 
and thirty graduates in medicine, and six 
graduates in pharmacy, and 126 students 
and forty graduates in nurse training. 
There were twenty-five schools in theol- 

. five schools of law and six schools of 
medicine. In addition to these schools, 
which have been established for the negro 
in professional life, the doors of the leading 
colleges and universities of the north, east 
and west were open to them. 

“Since 1895 there have been 196 graduates 
who received diplomas from reputable med- 
ical colleges, making a tota] of 806. This 
list does not include the large number 
of negro men who have graduated from 
northern institutions. There are twelve 
schools for training colored women as 
nurses; 200 nurses have been trained and 
are training. Provident hospital at Chi- 
cago is the ploneer school in this work.

army. The 
university is the largest and best school 
in the south open to colored men. 

“Quite a number of colored men have 
graduated from the law schools of Yale, 
Harvard, Boston university and the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

“Colored lawyers practice in many north- 
6 eastern and western states, and in the 
leading cities of the south. 

“There are about 400 colored lawyers in 
this country. They practice in all the 
courts. About 1,000 seminary trained men 
and 2,000 more classed as educated, are in 
the ministry. 

“The majority of Congregational, Episco- 
pal and Presbyterian ministers are educated 
men, but they form only a small wing of 
the army of colored ministers. There are 
many intelligent Methodist and Baptist 
colored ministers. The bishops of the Af- 
rican Methodist Episcopal, the African 
(Methodist Episcopal Zion and the colored 
Methodist Episcopal churches, together with 
their ministers, exercise a wide influence 
in their churches. Bishop B. W. Arnett, 
of the African Methodist Bpiscopa] church, 
and Bishop Alexander Walters, of the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal Zion church, are 
members :of the board of trustees of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor. 

“The Methodist —e ohurch has no 

colored bishops. J. W. -. Bowen, D. D., 
is the most representative minister of tha 
church. He is a professor in Gammon 
Theological seminary in Atlanta, and was 
the colored candidate for bishop at the last 
general conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church. M. C. Maron, D.D., was se 
lected correspondi secretary of the Freed- 
men’s Aid and hern Educational Socie- 
ty of that church, G. W. Henderson, D.D., 
@ graduate of the University of Vermont, 
and of Yale divinity school, is dean of the 
Straight University Theological school at 
New Orleans. Rev. L. B. Mawwell, a grad- 
uate of Atlanta poms por and Hartford 
Theological seminary, is field secretary of 
the international Sunday school work 
among the colored people of the south, and 
Rev. H. H. Proctor, a graduate of Fisk 
university and Yale divinity school, is pas- 
tor of the First Congregational church of 
Atlanta, Ga. 
_ ““Phere are representative colored men in 
the Baptist ministry like W. . Brooks, 
D.D., of Washington, D. C., and Rev. J. 
M. Waldron, of Jacksonville, Fla; F. D. 
Grimke, D.D., of Washi on, D. C., is the 
leading Presbyterian minister. 

“Howard university hag graduated 162 in 
theology. Tallarega, Straight, Tugaloo and 
Fisk universities have sent forth many men 
in the ministry. Witberforce, Biddie, Lin- 
coln and Richmond Bible schools have also 
trained many men for the ministry.’ 

This article bears directly upon what I 
have been endeavoring to keep before the

CARING FOR THE LITTLE ONES. 


Plea for the Baby Cottage of the Or- 
phans’ Home at Decatur. 

Two little boys, only three and six years 
old, spent Christmas night in the calaboose 
in @ little city in Georgia. Both of their 
parents were dead, and they had no one 
to whom to turn for real help. They are 
very bright, nice children. The baby one 
had been so badly neglected that he seem- 
ed almost starved when he came to the 
orphans’ thome at Decatur, Ga. Their 
parents no doubt loved them as tenderly 
as we love our little’ ones, and little did 
they think that their children would be 
orphans and in a calaboose at Christmas 
for shelter and food. 

A little babe just a year old, whose 
father is dead and the poor mother in an 
epileptic spell fell into the fire and was 
burned to death, penniless and theipless, 
pleads for admission. An ordinary writes 
us of a little thirteen-months-old babe, 
fatherless and motherless, friendless and 
homeless, that several orphans’ homes had 
refused to take in because she was a baby, 
asks admission to this home. 

There is very great need for the baby 
cottage which the ladies of the First 
Methodist church of Atlanta propose to 
build at Decatur. Almost all orphans’ 
homes refuse to take in these little ones 
because of the great care; but their very 
helplessness makes the plea the stronger. 
The building of this cottage has been taken 
in charge by a committee of ladies of the 
First Methodist church. Mrs. W. M. Nixon 
and Mrs. I. 8. Boyd, Mrs. Dr. W. S. Parks 
and Mrs. Judge James Jackson have been 
a sub-committee of these ladies. They have 
secured several cars of lumber and other 
waluable material, besides numbers of 
members.of the church have given liberally 
of their means. The design of the building 
by Brice & Morgan is very tasty and con- 
venient, and will make it a real home for 
twenty-five of these little tots. The dorml- 
tories, playroom and dining room and a 
wide piazza for them to play on will, when 


filled with these babies, make it a real baby 
heaven. The few hundred dollars yet need- 
ed to erect the building will be subscribed 
by the members of this church who have 
not yet contributed. 

A baby is, of course, a great deal of 
trouble, and when the poor mother dies it 
is very hard to find any one on earth who 
is willing to take the care of tho little 
one, and when to the sorrow poverty is 
added, unless the followers of Christ pre- 
pare to care for these, the little ones must 
die. A little fifteen-months-old baby, with 
mother in the grave, was so starved that 
it only weighed nine pounds, and beaten 
until its little back showed the effect for 
months, is now one of the brightest boys in 
the orphans’ home. 

In a little town not far from Atlanta, the 
mother having died, the father, a stone- 
mason, out of work, left his little children 
for some strangers to care for while he 
sought work at some quarries in the north. 
They did not love the baby, had no patience 
with its crying for proper food, and when 
the baby died suddenly, asked permission 
of the mayor to bury the child at once. 
The neighbors, infuriated by the screams 
of the baby they had heard, demanded an 
investigation by the coroner. Tie examina- 
tion of its little body showed terrible black 
places all over, and the little brother testi- 
fied that they had beaten it with the large 
end of the whip, and when it would not 
cease its crying the man had kicked it off 
of the bed. This cottage is greatly needed, 
and must be built at once. 

Few people know the strain which is upon 
orphans’ homes in these hard times. The 
number of needy cases is multiplied greatly 
by the hard times. The very poor cannot 
now care for their needy kinfolks. The 
pleadings of almost ome child a day have 
been heard at the door of the orphans’ home 
at Decatur since December ist, and they 
Fave been so piteous that thirty have been 
accepted for admission since December 10th. 
It is a great trial to the trustees that little 
sufferers some time have to plead in vain, 
as they can only take in the most utterly 
destitute. This institution and all others 
like it deserve the hearty co-operation of 
all in the community for whom they are 
laboring. These orphans came from al] 
parts of north Georgia. Yesterday two 
from Lincoln county, and today two from 
Atlanta. se two from Atlanta are

AMERICAN STREET CAR MILEAGE 


Tennessee Ranks First Among South- 
ern States—Georgia Is Second.

WEEE IN WALL STREET. 


Compared with Last Week Prices Show | 


Substantial Decline. 


New York, February 4.—Stock quotations 
compared with final figures of Friday last 
week are substantially lower, some of the 
active shares figuring for as much as 4 
points with the general decline being from 
1% to 2% with a number of exceptions, 
which were not important, except for the 
advance of 9% in Consolidated Gas and 9 
in Metropolitan Street Railway. Dealings 
were on a contracted scale, compared with 
the immense volume of business of late, 
the daily average being about three-quar- 
ters of a million shares. Sterling exchange 
hardened partly because of the large return 
of American securities from abroad, the 
result of last week’s sales for London ac- 
count, although this week London was a 
moderate buyer on balance. Another reason 
assigned for the strength jn sterling ex- 
change was tendency to discount America’s 
possible payment to Spain of $20,000,000. The 
balance of trade funds still due this coun- 
try, however, are said to be largely in ex- 
cess of the combined value of securities 
sold- back to America by foreign holders 
and the Philippine indemnity money. The 
supply of money was abundant and but 
little affected by February interest and 
dividend requirements and the gradual re- 
turn to the government of the Union Pa- 
cific funds from the depository banks. An 
easier tendency for money was indicated 
abroad by the Bank of England's reduction 
in its rate of discount, Prices generaily 
eased off daily in the afternoons following 
the noon rallies and the pressure was not 
whe dpe gor at any time except in the. big 

reak of yesterday noon, which was almost 
entirely recovered, the rally which ensued 
leaving the closing strong. The semi-annual 
railway returns which came to hand were 
mostly gratifying, showing handsome gains 
in gross and net returns. A factor which 
had exercised an influence on trade was the 
conflicting advices as to the likelihood or 
improbability of the peace treaty’s ratifica- 
tion.

The bank Statement de- 
crease in surplus of about $1,750,000 was the 
ostensible reason for prices running off in 
the late dealings. London was a purchaser 
in this market, and the tone there for Amer- 
ican securities ended firm. Locally there 
was a continuance of purchases by large 
interests noted yesterday, and § round 
amounts of short contracts were covered. 
Confident buying of high-priced stocks, in- 
cluding New York Central and Pennsyl- 
vania, gave strength to the rest of the list. 
It was announced that New York Central 
was to operate the Westshore railroad more 
directly, and that a separate organization 
would be maintained only as. far as the 
Weéstshore board was concerned. Among 
the other stocks showing conspicuous 
strength on the rise were ‘Wheeling and 
Lake Erie preferred, Northwest, Rio 
Grande and Western preferred, Denver pre- 
ferred, Canada Southern, Big Four and 
Southwestern preferred, whick rose from 1 
to 2 points. Metropolitan advanced 9 
points, of which it retained 6; Third Ave- 
nue jumped 11%, on which it lost 4%, and 
Consolidated Gas and Brooklyn Union Gas 
retained 3% and 2% respectively of large 
advances. In explanation of the strength 
in these stocks it was said that Metropoli- 
tan was to absorb Third Avenue.

NEW YORK BANK STATEMENT. 


May Have Effect of Temporarily Stim- 
ulating Money Market. 
New York, February 4.—The Financier 
Says: The statement of the associated 
banks of New York city for the week ends» 
ing February 4th, shows a decrease in 
surplus reserve of $1,779,300, th first contrac- 
tion noted since December 10th last. The 
shrinkage, in view of the enormous expan- 


4} gion in loans and deposits, is moderate, be- 


ing offset to a degree by the gains of $2,816,- 
900 in cash reported, ‘The statement seems 
to reflect, in a belated way, the activity 
of Stock speculation, and probably deals 
with the previous week’s business as much 
as with current operations, The increase 
of $15,154,400 in loans, for example, cannot 
altogether be charged! to the past week, as 
the volume of exchange transactions fel] 
The gain in deposits 
amounted to $18,385,000, which is about nor- 
mal, taking the cash and loan expansion 
into consideration. The actual expansion 
of cash is less than had been figured, but it 
is doubtful if the averages reveal the full 
result*of the gains from the interior. A 
detailed analysis, in fact, shows that one 
bank gained over $5,000,000 in specie, which 
Is almost twice as much as the gain report- 
ed Ly all the banks, Special operations 
and shifting of funds doubtless have had 
much to do in bringing this about. Taken 
as a whole, the statement is favorable. 
Never before have the totals approached 
such figures as are now being reported, 
but despite the unprecedented expansion 
of loans and deposits, the banks are carry- 
ing $37,452,675 idle cash, and with receipts 
overbalancing disbursements, there seems 
ne limit to their power to meet the de- 
mands made upon them. AS a matter of 
fact, ‘the New York clearing institutions 
have doubled their business in a little over 
two years and still have surplus reserves 
beyond the average. The current statement 
may have the effect of temporarily stimu- 
lating the money market, but it fs too much 
to expect. even with an.expansion in totals 
such as thé week’s operations reveal. that 
rates can maintain an advance. Jt: will re- 
quire a much more appreciable reduction 
of surplus to bring about a change of that 
character.

Although decided weakness prevailed here 
yesterday, the early Liverpool wheat quo- 
tations today came only 4d lower and con- 
tinental markets rujied strong and unh- 
changed. ‘l‘hat imparted a good deal of 
contiaence among traders here, -resulting 
in & tirm market at the commencement, 
May opened ¥%c higher at 7i*@73%c and 
touched 73%c under the execution of a few 
scattered buying orders. At that point, 
however, liquidation set in and started a 
gradual deciine that did not stop until 72c 
was reached. Chicago received 1/4 cars, of 
which only 7 graded contract. Minneapolis 
and. Duluth go< 608 cars, as compared with 
387 the corresponding day a year ago. 
World’s shipments during the week to hku- 
rope amotunted to 7,357,000 bushels, with 
Russian, Danubian and Indian ports yet to 
be added. Aggregate receipts at western 
primary markets were again on a liberal 
scale, amounting to 610,00 bushels, com- 
pared with 440,000 last year. Atlantic port 
Clearances of wheat and flour, exclusive of 
Newport News and Galveston, were equal 
to 704,000 bushels. New York reported that 
® boatloads had been sold for export, while 
140,000 bushels hard Kansas whcat was dis- 
posed of by a locai shipping firm ‘for direct 
export to Europe by way of Gaiveston. 
This, together with the heavy clearances, 
started a reaction and May rose to 724%@ 
72%c, where it closed. 

Corn had a severe break on general liqui- 
dation by longs. Holders seemed to be 
thofoughly discouraged, and nearly every- 
body took a hand in the selling. ‘The lack 
of confidence which became generally man- 
ifest resulted’ from the continued heaviness 
in wheat, favorable weather for the move- 
ment and lack of outside speculation. Re- 
ceipts 702 cars.

Atlanta, February 4.—Our market shows 
to be in a very healthy condition, receipts 
mcst invariably being entirely cleaned up 
on day of arrival. The demand is very 
strong with prices ranging very high on all 
classes of fruits and produce. 

Apple receipts do not cope with consump- 
tion by at least one half, corsequently the 
brokers find it a matter of difficulty to sup- 
ply the wants of the trade. Prices continue 
to advance steadily at all points of ship- 
ment with no offers accepted, and sales 
being made on straight quctations. 

The lemon market is very firm indeed. 
The warm weather that continues to pre- 
vail is responsible to a certain extent for 
this state of affairs: Prices continue to ad- 
vence, and receipts are very light. 

Oranges are also very firm. The Florida 
crop having been exhausted, the California 
shippers have assumed a very independent 
attitude, and have advanced prices from 
40 to & cents per box. Nothing in the At- 
lanta market at present with the exception 
of a few scattering lots of Florida stock, 
and a limited supply of Navels, which show 
up to be very fine, both in appearance and 
quality. 

Banana importers are taking advantage 
of the very favorable weather prevailing, 
and they, too, are taking on additional rev- 
erves in accordance with the demand and 
constmption. We are looking for consid- 
erably higher prices on bananas from now 
until the spring season. 

Every vlaae of dried fruit is meeting with 
ready sale with prices entirely satisfactory 
to those handling. 

Cranberries are on a standstill with re- 
ceipts on a par with consumption, and no 
change in price. 

Sbedaiuts continue low, with a sluggish 
demand, and no indications of aly material 
change within the next few days. 

Florida vegetables, such as cabbage, head 
lettuce, string beans, English peas, straw- 
berries and many other items too numerous 
to mention, owing to the favorable weather, 
are meeting with ready sale at good prices. 
The recent cold weather and snow storms 
prevailing in the east have absolutely de- 
moralized shipments from that section on 
apples, cabbage, Irish potatoes, etc., in con- 
sequence of which our market has suffered 
considerably. New York state cabbage has 
as a general thing arrived in a more or 
less frozen condition, and while the appear- 
ance has been favorable on the outside, the 
middle of the cabbage is decayed and unfit 
for use.

GROSVENOR COMPLIMENTS THE JUDGE 


In His Speech Griggs Declares He Has 
Grown Weary Over the Many

Washington, February 
Judge Griggs, of the second 
One of the notable speéches of the session 
in the house this afternoon. He took as 
his theme the utterances of President Mc- 
Kinley at Atlanta on the subject of the 
‘confederate graves, and while indorsing 
the sentiment fully, he contended that the 
time had come when the reconciliation of 
the sections should be taken as accom- 
plished, and that these periodical reconcili- 
ations should cease. 

The judge was in his happiest vein and 
caught the house. When he concluded, 
many republicans, as well as all the lead- 
ing democrats, went to his seat and con- 
gratulated him. General Grosvenor was 
one of the republicans, and almost all the 
leaders were among those wio had a pleas- 
ant word to say to the Georgian for his 
elaquent words. The speech made a dis- 
tinct hit. 

Speech of Judge Griggs. 

In part, Judge Griggs said: 

“T have never been disloyal to this union 
in act or thought, and I come from a state, 
the large majority of whose citizens have 
néver known or felt hostility to the flag 
which floats from the dome of this capitol. 
This being true, I hope I.may be permitted 
to offer a few remarks on recent happen- 
ings here and elsewhere without fear of 
misconstruction. 

“Thirty-five years have rolled by in their 
ceaseless round since Sherman's ‘march 
to the sea.* <A generation has come upon 
the stage of action and been gathered to 
their Father since the great soldier-pres- 
ident wrote ‘Let us have peace.’ From 
that day to this good hour reconciliation 
has followed reconciliation until it would 
seem that ‘One doth tread upon another’s 
heels, so fast they follow.’ 

“Twenty-five years ago, nine years after 
the close of hostilities, the democratic 
party, dominated by Southern men, was 
given control of this house. Dire were 
the forebodings, but vain were the prophe- 
cies of evil. The union lived! 

“Two years later, Rutherford B. Hayes,

- geated by a declared majority of one in 


the electoral college, fifteen of his votes 
coming from the ex-confederate states of 
South Carolina, Louisiana and Florida, ap- 
pointed an ex-confederate to a seat in his 
cabinet. This same ex-confederate went 
from the office of postmaster general to a 
geat on the bench of the courts of the 
Tnited States, and retired full of years 
and honors earned in his country's service. 
Soldiers, hitherto thought necessary to re- 
strain lawlessness in the south were with- 
drawn. All the states of the union were 
once more recognized as equai and har- 
mony prevailed. 

“A few years later, when Chester A. 
Arthur in his annual message to congress 
wisely forgot to treat of the sovvthern 
states as provinces and of the citizens of 
those states as a people separate and dis- 
tinct from their fellow citizens of the 
union, loud was the applause and great 
was the acclaim. Forgiveness had been 
followed by forgetfulness. There was to 
be henceforth one flag and one country, 
and from ‘Maine to Texas ‘peace on earth, 
go0d will to men’ animated every heart. 

“In 1884 the democratic party still dom- 
inated by southern men and controlled by 
southern influences, for the first time in 
thirty-two years carried Mme country and 
captured the presidency. wrover Cleve- 
land's appointments of ex-confederates and 
southern men to the highest and most re- 
sponsible offices in the land, is recent his- 
tory, and I shall not weary your patience 
with a recital of their loyal services to 
the cowntry. 

In 1856, when I came into this house, I 
found ex-confederates comfortably seated 
on the republican side, and indeed, the only 
confederate brigadier in the house, acting 
under the appointment of a republican 
speaker, was prosecuting election cases for 
the srepublican party, and passing on the 
election and qualification of representatives 
on this floor. I need not say that I refer 
to the distinguished gentleman and brave 
soldier from Virginia (General Walker). 
More than this, Mr. Speaker, I found 
seated over there a brilliant son of a con- 
-federate father representing a Grand Army 
constituency in thts house. I refer to the 
gentleman from Minnesota (Mr. Morris), 
while on this side I saw soldiers and sons 


of soldiers in the army of the union, work- 


ing, voting and fraternizing with atleged 
fire-eaters from Arkansas, Mississippi, 
Carolina, Alabama and Georgia. I look 
through this directory and I, find that a 
majority of the members here were too 
young in 1861 to know the cause or compre- 
hend the results of the civil war. 
“Knowing all this, Mr. Speaker, and I 
have barely touched. the subject, I thought 
I was justified in believing that the eec- 
tions had peen harmonized iong before I 
came upon the stage of action here. I hear 
it declared, however, almost every day that 
I was mistaken; that another war, with all 
its attendant sacrifices of blood and treas- 
ure, has been necessary to completely har- 
monize the north and south: that another

‘March through Georgia from Atlanta to 
the sea’ was necessary to completely blot 
out sectional bitterness and hate, Unlike 
its predecessor and precursor, this second 
*march to the sea,’ I am proud to say, left 
no trail of blackened ruins. Almost as 
Spectacular, but without the fireworks, it 
was attended with great enthusiasm on all 
Sides. Indeed, I am told that the second 
‘march through Georgia’ was but a succes- 
sion of ‘nods and becks -and wreathed 
smiles’ and speeches of’ linked sweetness 
long drawn out’ at every stopping place 
from Atlanta to Savannah. 

“The great heart of the south did not 
pulsate in unison with the recent demand 
for war that came from some sections of 
the union. Indeed, our people opposed the 
war with Spain. They could seé but disas- 
ter to themselves and no good from war 
to any of their fellow citizens of the union. 

“The war came, and it is now being de- 
clared all over the country that there were 
no better,* braver, truer or more pafriotic 
soldiers in all our army than the boy’ who 
volunteered from the states of the old con- 
federacy. Some affect great surprise at the 
loyal devotion to the flag displayed by our 
people of the southern states.. Many would 
overwhelm us with thanks for our part in 
that struggle. There is no need for sur- 
prise or Uhanks, sir. 

“Every member of this house from the 
southern states who could get the opportu- 
nity so to do declared on this floor a year 
ago that in case of war the sons of the 
men who had built up the civilization of 
the old south, the sons of the men who had 
fought under the stars and bars from 1861 
to 1865, would be found standing shoulder 
to shoulder with the sons of the men who 
during that period had defended the stars 
and stripes, all fighting for the honor and 
glory of that sunburst flag of liberty and 
light. ; 
“Every act of the people of the south 
from Appomattox to Santiago has been a 
declaration of devotion and a loyal sacri- 
fice to the union, and nothing but the 
‘blindness of unbelief’ has prevented its 
acknowledgment long ago, Surprise, dis- 
trust and thanks go ‘hand in hand here, Mr. 
Speaker, and the people of the south neither 
deserve the one nor expect the other. Geor- 
gia but did her duty, as did Massachusetts, 
as both will always perform it regardless 
of consequences once they have determined 
where duty leads. I shall not reply to 
those who yet believe that treason lurks in 
any corner of this union. The man who 
really believes that now is too great an 
ignoramus for a place in my political vocab- 
ulary, and I shall rot attempt to charac- 
terize him here. 

“IT have never been at war with imy fellow 
citizens, and it brings a feeling akin to 
pain to thear iterated and reiterated that 
my fellow countrymen are now reconciled 
to me. More than half of us have never 
been unreconciled, and we are weary of eter- 
nal welcomes to the place we thhave always 
known as home. We have never left our 
father's house, and while the principles 
for which they “fought and the’ memory 
of their sacrifices are dear to us still, it is 
impossible for us to enjoy the hilarious feast 
and the fatted calf of the prodigal’s return, 
l thave no ,authority to speak for others, 
Mr. Speaker, but it would seem to me 
equally if not more difficult for the man 
who laid down his arms in 1865 and with 
the oath of allegiance fresh from his lips 
and heart, turned his energies to the re- 
habilitation of his ‘home, and the re-estab- 
lishment of the union, to enjoy a prodigal’s 
feast every day in the week and every week 
in the year, at so many of which he is 
made to play the host and supply the fat- 
ted calf as well as the prodigal. 

“The ambition of the president is a noble 
one. To live in history as.the restorer of 
peace to long contending sections, to go 
down to latest posterity as the destroyer 
of sectional animésities, 
nence fit to stir ‘fierce ambition in a Cae- 
sar’s mind.’ Far be it from me to question 
»his words or motives. That he, and, indeed, 
everyone earnestly desires the peace for 
which he so eloquently spoke in Georgia's 
capitol, I shall not question here. I but 
deciare the simple potent truth. There 
was already peace between the north and 
south. There was. already harmony and 
fraternal love. Sectional hate was already 
dead. Neither the ‘testament of bleediog 
war’ nor the pomp and giiiter of the presi- 
agent’s march, brought harmony to the peo- 
pie of the union. if perchance, througn 
either the blind were made to see, and tne 
deaf to hear the truth which has been 
clear to ali who would see and hear for 
nearly a quarter of a century, there has 
great good been accomplished, but it would 
seem to me that if there are those here and 
there on either side, who are yet unrecon- 
ciled, then hate, the growth of forty years, 
is too deeply rooted to yield to the blow- 
ing of ram’s thorns, and the shouting of 
the multitude. 

“If my neighbor is my friend, we do not 
daily rush into each other’s arms, with pro- 
testations of eternal friendship, and decla- 
rations of undying love. Honest friend:hip 
needs none such. If we have been enemies 
in the past, and now are friends, we do 
not discuss our differences or our dead. 
The first we buried with the honest hand- 
shake that closed the chasm. The last are 
sacred. 

“The president’s march through Georg'‘a 
was a splendid pageant. Georgians, always 
loyal and true, vied. with each other in 
extending hospitality to the nation’s head. 
But, Mr. Speaker, the sons who threw ther 
caps in ’988 are not more loyal than the 
fathers were from the day they grounded 
their arms in *65 and renewed the.r broken 
allegiance to the union. The holy faith 
that warmed their sires inspired the sons 
in ’98. Then, let us have done with the 
constantly recurring reconcilations of the 
sections. :

ATTORNEY’ WILL MAKE ANOTHER EFFORT 


, Believes His Client Is of Unsound 
Mind and ‘Will Try To Get Com- 
mutation of Sentence. 


Judge Candler iresentenced Robert Lewis, 
convicted of the murder of Foreman 
Hatynes,- of the Prudential building, to 
hang in the tower on February 28th The 
new sentence was imposed yesterday morn- 
ing in the criminal courtroom. The prisoner, 
his attorney, Mr. Arminius Wright, and 
the deputies who accompanied Lewis from 
the Tower were present. 

Before announcing the sentence Judge 
Candler asked the attarney if he had any 
reason why the sentence of the:court should 
not be announced, and he said 
was none Later Mr. Wright 
would try to save the 
life of the condegnned man if he could 
secure some affidavits he was trying to get. 
He said that he thought there were some 
physicians that. he could get to examine 
Lewis and pronounce him of uhsound mind. 
This is the only hope that now remains for 
Léwis and if this is an unsuccessful at- 
tempt the murderer will go to the gallows 
on the last day of February and there pay 
the penalty of his. crime. 

Lewis did not seem particularly moved by 
the sentence yesterday. He was a trifle 
pale, but showed. no signs of emotion. 

The remittitur from the supreme court, 
where the case was carried after a convic- 
tion in the sunc ‘or court, was received by 
Judge Candler on Friday and he immediate- 
ly notified the sheriff that he would resen- 
tence Lewis yesterday. 

According to the sentence Lewis will 
hang on Tuesday, Judge Candler in sen- 
tencing condemned persons to hang never 
places an execution on Friday, claiming 
that the reputation of that day has been so 
seriously injured that he wishes to do all 
he can to take the blemish off. 

Robert Lewis was convicted of the mur» 
der of Haynes at the October term of the 
superior court. The case was carried to the 
supreme court for a new trial, on the 
ground of insanity. It was claimed by 
Lewes’s attorney that he was insane at the 
time the crime was committed and could 
not be held accountable therefor. 

The crime was committed last summer. 
Lewis, the testimony showed, was dis- 
charged from his work on the Prudential 
building, then in course of construction, by 
Haynes, who was foreman. Lewis became 
very angry at the dismissal and when the 
workmen on the building wer@%eaving their 
work in the evening, Lewis was standing 
at the outer gate waiting for Haynes. As 
the latter came out, Lewis walked across 
the strect, and pushing a pistol into his 
face fired. 

Death followed immediately and Lewis 
was imprisoned. He has acted strangely, it 
is said, and the insanity plea has been 
used.

BLOW 10 THE BILL 


Alabama House Committee Considering 


Meody’s Measure, 


SESSION ON FRIDAY NIGHT 
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T WILL BE ADVERSELY REPORTED 


Address Circulated by the Advocates 
of the Measure—Work Done 
by Its Opponents.

Montgomery, Ala., February 4.—(Special.) 
Alabama has for two weeks been stirred 
from center to circumference over the 
threatened passage of a bill by the general 
assembly providing for a system of whisky 
dispensaries for the state. 

The measure, which is entitled “An act 
to further regulate the sale, giving away 
or delivery of spirituous, vinous and malt 
liquors in the state of Alabama,” was intro- 
duced before the recess by Senator Moody, 
of Tuscaloosa. It was supposed to be a 
fhharmliess measure and took its place on the 
calendar like any other commonplace Dill. 
Mr. Moody did not push it, and nobody 
e@pparently had any idea that it would mus- 
ter any considerable following. 

During the forty-day recess, however, Mr. 
Moody went diligently to work and before 
the whisky men had found out what he 
was doing, he had organized the church 
people and prohibition advocates all over 
the state and was prepared to make a 
showing of popularity for his measure that 
amazed the whisky traffic advocates. 

On January 25th the bill came up in the 
senate as a special order and it passed that 
body by a very safe majority. Although 
about twerity counties were excepted from 
its provisions, among them Montgomery, 
Mobile and Madison, Jefferson, in which is 
Jocated Birmingham; Calhoun, in which is 
situated Anniston, and a number of other 
counties containing large towns were, how- 
ever, included in the bill’s provisions. It 
Was at this stage of the legislation that 
the friends and the opponents of the Dill 
begun to bestir themselves. 

The advocates of the measure were great- 
ly encouraged. Public meetings were held 
all over the state and delegations came 
from all quarters to push the passage of the 
bill through the house. Dozens of enthusi- 
astic women came with these delegations 
and lobbied like veterans for the measure. 

The arguments in favor of the passage of 
the bill were codified in a printed address 
to the members of the general assembly, 
and this manifesto was, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“The authors and advocates of the meas- 
ure clearly recognize the rignt of the indi- 
vidual to drink or not as he pleases. They 
virtually concede that prohibition of the 
traffic by the state is at least at present 
impracticable and is bound to be inelfectual 
so long as intoxicating liquors are regard- 
ed by the general government as legitimate 
articles of commerce. They address them- 
selves to a condition and not to a theory, 
and propose to deal with what condition 
practically. But the problem before us in- 
volves, in their judgment, not the liberty 
of the individual, but the business inter- 
ests, the financial standing and the moral 
and social well-being of the community and 
the commonwealth. The constitutionality 
of the proposed jaw thas not been question- 
ed in this state; and even that of the South 
Carolina law has been settled lately by a 
decision of the supreme court of the United 
States. In’ short, it is now conceded on 
all hands that the measure in no way of- 
fends against thhe acknowledged principles 
of personal liberty, constitutional right and 
local self-government. 

* Moral Suasion Not Sufficient. 

{‘Moreover, reliable statistics show that 
during the last thirty years the use of al- 
coholic liquors in the United States hag in- 
creased several fold per capita; that the 
increase of crime in its most virulent form 
has kept pace with the increased sale 
of liquors by the saloons—effects here 
following cause with alarming inevitable- 
ness; that this manifold increase of direful 


’ cause and effect has come about in a period 
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of time the most distinguished in all his- 
tory for the counter working agencies of 
religion and education among the masses, 
thus demonstrating on a stupendous scale 
that the lovers of social order, good gov- 
ernment and good morals can no longer 
hopefully depend wpon moral suasion alone 
in coping with this giant evil. 


A Common Ground of Co-Operation. 


“Touching the question of fit legislation 
on the liquor problem, our people, as you 
know, are divided into the hostile ex- 
tremes of prohibition and high license, 
and there is a considerable semi-neutral ele- 
ment standing between these extremes who, 
for one cause or another, have little.to do 
with either extreme. To the hostile camps 
the Moody bill would seem to offer the op- 
portunity of a most desirable compromise 
and a common ground for co-operation. 
Indeed, it would seem that it ought to com- 
mand the support of the prohibitionists, 
the neutrals and so many of the high li- 


cense or saloon party “as are not directly 
interested in making money out of the traf- 
fic at the exoense of the peace and gcod 
order and moral well- g of society. 
“Prohibitionists can certainly accept the 
bill as being a step in the right direction, 
though not the absolute good they desire, 
while those who oppose sumptuary legisla- 
tion on principle may adopt it as securing 
some needful abatement ofsthe eyils of the 
traffic in liquors, without in any way vio- 
lating the principles for which they stand. 


The Precise Issue Involved. 


“We call your special aftention to the 
precise issue involved—that it is not liquor 
or no liquor, not sumptuary legislation, or, 
no legistation as to what a person may eat 
or drink; but it is whether society shall 
or shall not require such restrictions to be 
put upon the sale of liquor as will, in a 
greater measure than at present, protect 
itse]f against the necessary and most de- 
structive influences under consideration; 
whether in the instance society should up- 
hold the sacred right of self-preservation, 
or renounce it in the interest of the saloons 
and their minors. 

“If intoxicating liquors must be sold, is it 
not the right and the duty of the state 
to see to it that as little harm to the pub. 
lic shall result from such sales as possi- 


ble? 
In Conclusion. 


“In this view of the case your petitioners 
beg leave again, in conclusion, to give it as 
their judgment that the proposed dispen- 
sary law promises better results with fewer 
attendant evils and a happier condition of 
society than has resulted from any policy 
or system yet adopted by thé people of Ala- 
bama. They believe that the present status 
of the law in South Carolina an@ its ac- 
knowledged superiority to the saloon sys- 
tem there, after all that it has had to 
contend with of intrinsic demerits and re- 
lentless oppression; taken with the im- 
portant modification made by the Moody 
bill for the elimination of the objection- 
able and hurtful features of the South Car- 
olina lew and method of enforcement, jus- 
tify them in this judgment. They, there- 
fore, most earnestly petition you, !ndivid- 
ually and corporately, to seek and effect 
the enactment of the proposed law, as a 
measure likely to conserve the highest ma- 
terial, social and moral welfare of our 
great commonwealth.” 


The saloon men by this time became thor- - 


oughly alarmed and the majority of the 
business men in most of the citles united 
with them in opposition to the measure. It 
was insiste@ that with the whisky traffic 
eliminated, constituting as it did an im- 
portant branch of trade, commercial] in- 
terests would necessarily suffer greatly by 
the change. The experience of the dispen- 
sary system in South Carolina was held 
up to the legislators as a horrible exam- 
ple. 

The speaker of the house, when the bill 
came to that body from the senate, refer- 
red the measure to the standing committee 
on revision of laws. The advocates of the 
measure protested vigorously that it should 
have gone to the committee on temper- 
ance, but Speaker Waller’s friends acquit 
him of any partisanship in the matter, with 
the argument that the constitutional feat- 
ures of the bill were of first consideration, 
and that furthermore the temperance com- 
mittee, being as a rule composed of men 
opposed to the liquor traffic, was naturally 
and thonestly prejudiced in favor of the 
bil. 

The committee on revision of laws has 
held perhaps a dozen sessions in considering 
the matter. Exhaustive speeches have 
been made on both sides. On Friday night 
the committee went into executive session 
and quietly took a vote on the bill. It 
resulted in ten votes being cast for an 
unfavorable report on the measure and 
five against. The procéedings of a com- 
mittee are supposed to be secret, but there 
appears to be no doubt of the correctness 
of this vote, and ft ig stated that on next 
Monday the bill will be returned to the 
house by the committee’ with an adverse 
report. In order to bring it up for con- 
sideration on an adverse report, the friends 
of the bill must rally a three-fifths vote. 
There are 100 members of the house. Nine- 
ty are in attendance. Fifty-four is three- 
fifths of. that number, and the dispensary 
advocates claim to have positive promises 
from fifty-one, with the conviction.of hav- 
ing half a dozen bothers.” If they Gn get 
three or four more voteg. than they mow 
claim to have, the bill will become a law 
within a week. 

Terms of Dispensary Bill. 


“Bach inecrporated town or city in 
which the sale of liquor is not prohibited 
by law, shall have authority, and it shall 
be its duty, to conduct and carry on in 
its corporate name, in its corporate ca- 
pacity, and through its legislative body, 
the-business of buying and selling liquors. 
The place at which said business is carrica 
on shall be called a dispensary. In towns 
or cities which have a population of ten 
thousand or less, there shall be one dis- 

ensary, and only one. ln towns or cities 

aving a population greater than i2n thou- 
sand and not exceeding twenty thousand, 
there may be two dispensaries. In general, 
there may be in each city a dispensary for 
every ten thousand of its population. Cities 
whose population is over twenty thousand, 
and between multiples of ten thousand, 
may have a dispensary for every ten thou- 
sand of its population, and an additional 
@ispensary for the excess of its *-opulation 
over the lower one of the said multiples. 
These dispensaries shall be carried on only 
within the corporate limits of such towns 
or cities. Each of said municipalities shall 
invest in said business a sum of money 
not less than $300, nor more than $2,500, for 
each dispensary. The liquors bought and 
sold as herein provided shall be of the 
purest and best quality.

For neglect of business, incompetency, mis- 
feasance or malfeasance in office, a dis- 
penser may be impeached by the legislative 
or governing body of eaid town or city 
of which he is dispenser, and, for cause, to 
be judged of by said body, said dispenser 
may be removed from office. Whenever a 
vacancy occurs in said office from any 
cause whatever the mayor or other chief 
executive of such town or city ehail certify 
that fact to the judge of probate of the 
county in which said town or cily is situat- 
ed. Said judge shall immedinviely 
meeting of the court of county commis- 
sioners or board of public revenue, and 
said court or board shall furnish to the 
said mayor or chief executive for selection 
as aforesaid to fill each vacancy the names 
of three men having the aforesaid qualifi- 
cations for a dispenser, and from these 
three names the legislative tbody of. said 
town or city shall elect a dispenser to fill 
the vacancy. 

™The legislative or governing body of the 
towns and cities in which dispensaries may 
he carried on shall pay to their several 
dispensers a salary which shall be fixed 
by said body before the dispensers are 
elected. Said salaries shall not be _ less 
than $100 nor more than $3.000 per annum, 
and shall be pavable monthly. Said legis- 
lative bodv shall not make or permit the 
amount of said salary to depend cn the

‘The dispenser shall not sell any liquor 
of any kind in anv quantity less than one- 
half a pint. He shall not make more than 
one sale to the same person in anv one 
day, and he shall not make any sale be- 
tween the hours of 6 p. m. of one day and 
6 a.m. of the next day.

The proposed act does not repeal any law 
that tends to prohibit, retard, restrain 
or restrict the traffic in spirituous, vinous 
or malt liquors, or intoxicating drinks of 
any kind. 

No gates, doors, windows or other open- 
ings shall connect any dispensary with any 
adjacent house or lot so as to permit tn- 
gress and egress into and out of such house 
or lot from and into the dispensary. 

The following counties are excluded from 
the provisions of the proposed act: Dalias, 
Walker, Lamar, Fayette, Cullman, Win- 
eton, Madison, Montgomery, Calhoun, Law- 
rence, Morgan, Jefferson, Blount, Motile, 
Iimestone, Pickens, Tallapoosa, Coosa 
Randolph, Chambers, Clay.

It is said by 
critics to be one of the prettiest, yet most 
practical, in all New York. In it these two 
yourlg soutiherners find not only their liv- 
ing, but literally, their life, for both have 
given up all social triumphs that had been 
theirs at home end abroad. They. never 
Yeave the atelier while daylight lasts and 
mever relax their labor even for pleasure 
of receiving friends excapt on their after- 
moon each Saturday. Very attractive and 
delightful, too, are those informal recep- 
tions, where literateurs and artists meet 
on common ground.

A curious feature of these sales is that 
absolutely no credit is given. The pro- 
ceedings are conducte@ on a cash basis, 
and you are at liberty to try and béat 
dowh the price to the very best of your 
ability. Another pecullar fact is that in- 
variably everything is.sold, even to pairs 
of old golf stockings with holes in them, 
for no woman feels her dignity in thea 
least lowered by buying and wearing an- 
other’s old things. 

Sometimes, as in the case of Miss Elsie 
de Wolf, who sold her clothes on the 
death of her father, the bereaved lady pre- 
fers to conduct her own enterprise, and 
then it is perfectly evident that even the 
sincerest grief cannot blind a clever woman 
to the advantages of driving a sharp bar- 
gain. When these sales are personally 
conducted it is customary to serve a lunch- 
eon of hot chocolate and gandwiches, or 
afternoon tea, and the buyers invariably 
afrang6 themselves for the delivery of 
articles they purchase. If you happen to 
ask the average fashionable and wealthy 
woman why she attends these sales she will 
answer readily enough that she went to 
Mrs. Roberts’s because the clothes were 
sure to be splendid and worth buying; to 
the Brice sale for nearly the same reason, 
and to Miss de Wolfs because, though she 
might not find gowns so sumptuous, she 
was willing to take an old dress merely to 
use it as a model for her dressmaker, since 
Miss de Wolf is clothed always jin the 
latest Parisian invention. Besides, the 
sales amuse and egatisfy curiosity, and 
@re an irresistible temptation to extrava- 
gance. 


€ WORD FROM 
| THE PRESS CLUB 


To the series of papers being contributed 
by the members of the Georgia Woman's 
Press Club to the state press, Miss Sallie 
May Akin, of Cartersville, contributes the 
following: 

“I was rather interested the other day in 
the remarks of a woman, in no sense of the 
word an “advanced woman,” on the vague- 
ness of the terms to indicate the different 
lines of advancement by the women. 

“She complained that too inany cf the 
women's clubs were called simply a wo- 
man’s club, and that the name did not con- 
vey a definite enough idea of the work of 
these clubs. 

“Her complaint is to some degree well

The club movement may, after all, be some- 
thing of a ‘circle.’ 

“In every department of Iife wheré con- 
centrated and determined effort has: been 
needed to improve conditions, the women 
have come forward, provided the necessary 
energy and done the work. In big and lit- 
tle affairs women have done wonders to- 
ward Lroadening the lives and interests of 
other women. They have taken every 
branch of work, and have formed clubs for 
the alleviation of every kind of suffering, 
and for every kind of work, study and 
amusement. 

“Talking not long ago to an Englishman, 
I was especially interested in his descrip- 
tion of the singing conventions among the 
children which are held in his country. 
He told of hearing thousands of school chil- 
dren singing together, and of the beauty 
of it. : 

“We have nothing of that kind here,.and 
the lack of it offers to some woman an Op- 
portunity to start the good movement. 

“The children would be taught in all the 
schools, by grades, to sing the same song, 
of course, in the same way. Then when 
each grade had perfected its work they 
would be put together; then several schools 
put together, and the result would be a 
grand and beautiful chorus of trained 
voices. 

“To start with, well taught singing teach- 
ers would be required; this opens a new 
field of work for women. Then it would 
help to interest the children, and in that 
way the parents in music, and in time the 
criticism that we are an unmusical nation 
might lose some of its truth. 

“Certainly the training of the children 
and their increased interest in songs and 
singing would be an added bond of sympathy 
between the schools all over the state. 

“Atlanta adopts with enthusiasm means 
of increasing her attractiveness. The 
voices of all her school children, well train- 
ed, singing “Dixie” or ‘America’ would 
certainly be an attractive feature of her 
next jubilee or exposition. This is another 
line of good work and improvefent which 
the women will have to take up. And be- 
gun by them, its success is assured.”’ 


WOMEN AND THE 
WORK THEY DO 


The progressive American woman is mak- 
ing rapid strides in all the avenues open to 
her, and is making successful inroads into 
those not open to her, but she need not feel 
that because custom accords her more free- 
dom and independence than that enjoyed by 
her sisters of foreign iands, that they 
are the less progressive in their ideas, and 
that they are not breaking through the 
traces of conventionality, and doing a great 
deal as they please in the line of woman’s 
progress. The British woman of birth, who 
has her own estate or business interests is 
generally represented in them by her at- 
torney, and her name is thus withheld from 
“commerce” or “‘trade.’’

This has been demon- 
strated in all of the large cities of the 
country; not only can this be done, but the 
stock companies all over the country for 
the past two years have been coining mon- 
ey, while many~of the best road companies 
have barely paid éxpenses. It is freely pre- 
dicted by old theatrical managers that 
within a few years almost the entire theat- 
rical business of th¢ country will be done 
by stock companies, for the reason that it 
is impossible for the traveling compantes 
to pay railroad fare for the immense aggre- 
gation of people that a first-class company 
has to take, and transportation On the elab- 
orate équipmente of scénery that they have 
to carry and compete with stock companies. 

“Atlanta ought to support a first-class 
stock company, and I believe it will do it. 
I have instructed my manager to put on 
nothing but the newest and highest-class 
plays, and strengthen the company. now 
playing at the Lyceum, should it need 
strengthening, until the productions in At- 
lanta are as good as those given in any city 
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im the United States. This shall be my } 


policy, and I believe that the people of At- 


lanta will back me up in it, and make my ® 


investment a profitable one. 

“The Lyceum theater is a splendid stock 
company house. It is neat and attractive, 
well kept and well conducted and exactly 
the right size—not too large for comedy, 
and large enough for drama. Atlanta ought 
to suppors a good stock company and I 
believe she will do it.” 

When asked if she had had any experience 
in the theatrical world, Miss Kirkaldie told 
an interesting little story of Scottish life, 
and spoke of her experience in amateur 
theatricals. 

“Tt may surprise you,”’-she said, ‘‘that the 
society of amateur theatricals, of which I 
was a member, was under the auspices of 
the established church, though ‘blue Pres- 
byterian,’ it may be called.’’

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As to American Shipping. 

‘The suggestions made by Hon, James 
'W. Robertson as to the condition of 
American shipping are worthy of the 
deepest study. 

Colonel Robertson takes up statements 


recently appearing in The Constitution | 


showing the vast disparity which exists 
between the United States and foreign 
countries in the ownership of shipping. 
Taking the reports of the year just 
passed, it is shown that while an im- 
mense preponderance of trade was in 
favor of the United States, yet the 
freight business went almost entirely 


to foreign bottoms. The loss from this 


source to the United States has been 
computed at $200,000,000 a year, making 
a loss of $1,000,000,000 every five years, or 
more than a war with one of the first- 
class powers of Europe would cost. 
While it may be hard to get at the 
facts as to why so small a proportion 
of the shipping carries the American 
flag, it becomes evident, in the words of 
Colonel Robertson, that about it there 
is something wrong, either ‘legal or ille- 
gal.” Hither our people are blind to 
their own national interests when they 
allow their shipping trade to go into 
the hands of foreigners, or there 
is some kind of collusion by which 
(American capitalists invest thelr money 
in foreign-built ships. Whatever the 
cause may be, one thing is certain, and 
that is we should go to work at once 
to remove it. The shipping interests of 
@ great nation are too important to be 
bartered’ away to-other rival nations. 
We may talk as we please about our 
commercial preponderance, but that 
commercial condition which does not 
own the house it lives in, ig a mere ten- 
ant, and cannot claim the position of a 
freeholder. The suggestion of Colonel 
Robertson that we should find our way 
out of our present difficulties through 
the advice of George Washington, 
wherein he urges the extension of our 
commercial relations, to the avoidance 
of political entanglements, is a clear 
statement of the true democratic posi- 
tion which will bring to the United 
States prosperity and true greatness. 
Colonel Robertson declares that he is 
thoroughly in favor of the ratification 
of the peace treaty between Spain and 
the United States, so that the political 
phase of our Pacific problem may be re- 
moved, and that we will be left free to 
push our commercial designs to the most 
complete fruition. The fleld which lies 
before us, ag has heretofore been point- 
ed, is the most tempting which has ever 
been offered a nation in the history of 
the world. Billions upon billions of 
dollars of trade lie ready for the alert 
prospector, and it is ours by right of 
location, by right of genius and by right 
of the resources we have to offer, if we 
are only wise enough to undertake the 
work with earnestness and zeal, How 
much the south is interested in the de- 
velopments of our foreign resources must 
be patent to’ everybody who has read 
the figures of exports and imports. Every 
ship which leaves our ports goes laden 
the products of the south, with the 
ngs and drillings from South Car- 
, the raw cotton from Georgia and 
, the coal and iron from ‘Tennessee, 
North Carolina and Alabama, the tobac- 
co from North Carolina, Kentucky and 
Georgia. ‘These are standard articles 
of commercial demand, and they ‘are 
all peculiar to the south, in whose for- 
tunes Wwe are so deeply interested. — 
The Consti therefore, hails the 
enlarged discussion of these commercial 
and marine questions as being the be- 
ginning of an era in which the south is 
to play a leading part. The ship build-

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| ' The Peace Treaty. 

The debate over the peace treaty in 
the United States senate is practically at 
an end, and nothing remains to do but 
to come to a vote upon the question. 

The Constitution has ‘been sincerely 
in favor of the ratification of this peace 
treaty, for the purpose of getting rid of 
Spain tn the disposition of future prob- 
lems which remain. 

To defeat the treaty of peace and thus 
throw open the whole subject for an- 
other period of agitation and debate, 
would be most’ demoralizing, and for 
what purpose? - If the treaty should be 
rejected, it simply throws the settlement 
of the question over to the next senate, 
which is largely republican, and which 
will be certain to ratify the document, 

The Constitution ‘appreciates the 
strength of the arguments which have 
been made against political expansion 
by-the democratic senators, but holds 
that those speeches have been ill-timed. 
They should have been delivered when 
the questions to which they allude be- 
come practical ones for the QAmefican 
congress to decide. As long as peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain is not 
formally ratiified, we are still in a state 
of war, and Spain, under {aternationgl 
law, is an equal party to the whole con- 
troversy. ‘We have whipped Spain in 
the field of battle, and the peace com- 
mission has decided upon terms by 
which that victory may be announced to 
the world as an accomplished fact. The 
ratification of this question is the only 
issue which is now before the senate 
for action. 

It ig true that there are other ques- 
tions in which the democracy has a vital 
and abiding conviction, which must be 
met and disposed of later on, and which 
democrats will meet In the spirit of 
their party traditions. In the mean- 
time let us ratify the treaty. Immediate- 
ly, Spain becomes eliminated from the 
whole controversy, then thefe will come 
up the question of what we should do 
under the new conditions. The im- 
mortal Washington has already pointed 
out the true course—“nonparticipation in 
foreign political complications, but a 
faithful and persistent prosecution of 
our commercial greatness.” 


Hon. Thomas E. Watson as a Historian

from the press of Macmillan & Co. Its 
geuccess has been instantaneous, so far as 
the critics and reviewers are concerned.

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| HOW TO ATTRACT 


HOME SEEKERS 


The solid men of Atlanta have accom- 
plished wonders in the past by pulling to- 
gether, and if the signs of the times mean 
anything, they are now preparing for still 
more substantial and splendid achieve- 
ments. . 

We have neglected many. golden opportu- 
nities. Our attention has been fixed upon 
big things and we have not given sufficient 
encouragement to the small and useful. en- 
terprises which build up a community. 

It would be better to establish a little 
factory, with a capital of two or three 
thousand dollars, than to waste a year or 
two talking about a million dollar con- 
cern and then fal] to start it. 


Small industries are needed here and in 
every southern town, but we also need more 
people of the right stamp. 

Occasfonally there is a good deal of talk 
about the southern race problem. If there 
is such a problem, the most sensible way to 
solve it would be to draw a few million 
white settlers in this direction. When the 
whites outnumber the blacks five to one 
there will be no race p 

This is one of tha test needs of the 
south. Henry Grady used to say that if all 
the whites in this region \were ranged in a 
line from the Potomac’to the Rio Grande 
they would not be within hailing distance 
of one another. 

He was more than half right. We cannot 
build up great states without men, for, in 
the language of a great English poet, ‘‘men 
constitute a state.” 


In our spasmodic efforts to attract imm!- 
gration, we have never gone to work in the 
right way. 

Why go to the dkpense of sending com- 
missioners and agents to Europe? Before 
we can familiarize the old world with our 
advantages it will be necessary to remodel 
their histories and geographies, revise their 
school books, control their newspapers and 
secure the good will of their rulers. 

This work would occupy generations and 
the results would not repay us for our 
time, trowble and expense. Jt is no easy 
matter to Americanize large colonies of 
foreigners. 


I believe that there are about ten million 
Americans in the north and west who de- 
sire homes in the south, but they do not 
know where to go. They find it difficult to 
get the kind of information which is most 
needed. 

These Americans are descended from the 
old revolutionary stock. In all essential 
points they are like our own people. Their 
cousins may be found in every county in 
every state in the south. 

Take one hundred Georgia names at ran- 
dom and you will find that about 9 per 
cent of their owners have kinsmen north 
of the old Mason and Dixon’s line. 


The advantage of securing American im- 
migrants from the eastern, middle and 
western states is simply this: They are al- 
ready Americanized; they are familiar with 
our institutions, and their ideas are prac- 
tically the same as ours. 

It will be suggested that many of them 
are republicans and some of them want 
the blacks to enjoy social equality. This 
is mere moonshine. When northern repub- 
Hicans settle in the south and become ac- 
quainted with the situation, they make 
mighty good democrats and they throw the 
dDrother in black overboard without any 
ceremony. 


I want to attract this class of immigrants 
because they are moral, industrious and 
intelligent, and moreover, they have some 
capital. 

In the eastern and middle states you 
will find little towns clustered together, 
many of them over 200 years old, and you 
will find houses and farms which have 
descended in the game families for six gen- 
erations, 

These people, with their thrifty habits, 
have saved money. They are able to move 
to @ new country and make a start, pay- 
ing their way as they go. 

Here is one instance: A few years ago 

a Vermont farmer was talking to a Geor- 
gian in The Constitution’s editorial rooms. 
Both agreed that the times were hard, 
but when the Georgia suggested that more 
money was needed, the Vermonter shook 
his head. 
» No,” he said, with emphasis, ‘“‘there is 
money enough in the country. Why, sir, 
the farmers in my country have loaned 
six million dollars on western farm mort- 
gages."’ 

The Georgia farmer looked at him sadly 
and reproachfylly. Then he put on his hat. 

“Reckon I'll go,"’ he said; “I feel pow’ ful 
weak.”’ 

But the Vermonter-had failed to state the 
significant fact thet his country had been 
settled and cultivated by indusrious whites 
of the old Scotch-Irish stock for about two 
centuries. 


How shall we reach these people? 

Cheap railway excursions will do some 
good, but there are hosts of good people 
who do not travel. These must be reached 
through the medium of attractive pic- 
turesque ,and reliable literature. 

All over the north and west home seek- 
ers are sending every day for The Con- 
stitution and other southern papers. They 
are constantly asking for pamphiets and 
books about the south and its resources. 

Here is an important fiel@ of work for 
the new Business League just organized 
in Atlanta. The league should by all means 
provide a supply of printed matter dealing 
with local and Georgia subjects. Half-tone 
engravings should be used liberally. 

This literature should be attractive. 
There is no sense in stating facts and 
figures in a dry and uninteresting way, 
when it is just as easy to make them read- 
able and even fascinating. 


I know, as well as I know anything, that 
there are millions of comparatively well-to- 
do northern people who could be drawn 
southward if our advantages were properly 
laid before them. 

I have seen northern mechanics invest 
their savings in Florida orange groves 
which they had never seen and which they 
purchased upon the representations of 
agents, pamphlets and circulars. They did 
not know that they would ever go to Fior- 
ida, but the idea of owning an orange 
grove tickled their fancy. 

With the right kind of literature, proper- 
ly distributed, our Business League will be 
able to start a procession of home seekers 
in this dfrection, bringing new blood, new 
enterprise and new capital. 

But it will be useless to waste money 
on trashy circulars and pamphiets written 
in a half-hearted, wooden style. They must 
state facts, but it is possible to give facts 
life, color and the warm glow which comes 
from enthusiasm. 

These are merely suggestions. Now let us 
all get together and make a long pull and a 
strong pull for Greater Atlanta and Greater 
Georgia!

American Shipping Interests. 

Editor Conastitution—On January 7, 1598, 
there was published a statement in your 
paper showing the difference in the year 
1897 between the exports of this country to, 
and the !mports from, the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain. One part of the year 
1898 hag gone farther to make the differ- 
ence more perceptible than years previous. 
The United States exported to Great Britain 
the sum of $540,860,152, and imported $169,- 
138,365, making a Lalance of $431,721,787 in fa- 
tor of exports, The whole exports for the 
United States in the year 1898 were $1,21¢,- 
992,097, and the total imports were $616,005,- 
159, and of the total 17 per cent came from 
and 45 per cent went to Great Britain. 
Of these exports 70.61 per cent were agri- 
cultura] products. This is a good kingdom 
to form an alliance with, provided 
would give us half of the vessels in which 
this trade is carried across the ocean. 

It was not ¢0 much to show the great dif- 
ference in the exports and imports cf this 
country and Great Britain as it is to call 
attention to an article by Mr. P. J. Moran, 
published by The Constitution on January 
26, 1899, in which he says “Billions of dollars 
are paid for ocean transportation which 
gets into the pockets of the foreigner.” 
Also, the ‘“‘money which the United States 
loses annually through lack of an ocean 
marine is $200,000,000; every decade we throw 
away $2,000,000,000 in emploming English, 
German and French ship owners to do 
transportation for us.” 

This is a big thing; something must be 
wrong! England owns more ships than any 
other people. If we could possibly own 
enough ships to control one-half of the 
carrying trade across the Atlantic, that 
would be a saving to us of $1,000,000,000 in 
ten years. 

We find that the figures for the year 1898 
for vessels carrying trade between foreign 
countries and the United States are in the 
following proportions: 

Imports—American vessels, 5.7 per cent; 
foreign vessels, 94.3 per cent. 

Exports—American vessels, 15,5 per cent; 
foreign vessels, 84.5 per cent. 

If. we take the exports and imports to- 
gether, we find that they were carried in the 
following proportions: Amefican vessels, 
9.5 per cent; foreign vessels, 90.5 per cent. 

In vessels clearing from the United States 
for foreign trade we find for 1898 the follow~ 
ing figures:

He 
says, ‘‘The great rule of conduct for us in 
regard to foreign nations is in extending 
our commercial relations, to have with 
them as little political connection as is pos- 
sible. * * * Why quit our own to stand 
on foreign ground? Why, by interweaving 
our destiny with that of any part of Eu- 
rope, entangle our peace and prosperity in 
toils of European amLition, rivalanip, humor 
or caprice?’”’ 

Washington in his ‘‘Farewell Address’”’ 
was as much inspired as was Moses.

Rev. Gilas X. Floyd, A.M., one of the 
colored field agents of the international 
Sunday school convention, has been in the 
city during the past three days consulting 
with Rev. L. B. Maxwell, the other field 
agent of the convention, and the colored 
pastors and Sunday school workers of the 
city with reference to the approaching 
meeting to be theld in this city from the 


27th to the 30th of April. 
In speaking of the outlook, Rev. Floyd 


said: 

‘The international convention was organ- 
ized more than twenty years ago. For the 
first time in its history it will have a good 
number of negro delegates to attend its 
triennial session. At Boston, in 1896, out 
of more than 1,500 delegates, there were not 
more than ten negro delegates, among 
others, Rev. Dr. C. T. Walker and Rev. C. 
S. Wilkins, of Augusta; Rev. Dr. C. 8. 
Smith, of Nashville; Rev. L. B. Maxwell 
and myself. As a result of tne labors of 
the two negroes employed by the conven- 
tion, there will probably be in attendance 
at the ‘approaching meeting at least fifty 
regular delegates from various portions 
of the south. These delegates will come to 
the convention, not as the representatives 
ef the different denominations, but as the 
representatives of the different state inter- 
denominational Sunday schoo] associations 
which have been organized during the past 
three years among the negroes of the 
south.

On April 27th next there will assemble 
in Atlanta the ninth regular triennial con- 
vention of the International Sunday School 
Association. In view of the fact that the 
territory embraced within the limits of 
this gigantic organization covers the entire 
sweep of the North American continent, it 
is estimated that not less than 2,000 Chris- 
tian workers will be in attendance upon 
the forthcoming convention in Atlanta. 

Several days ago some of the prominent 
Bunday school leaders of Atlanta met in 
the parlors of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association and formally inaugurated the 
work of preparing for the entertainment 
and reception of this great religious body. 
On the local committee of arrangements 
the following well known citizens were ap- 
pointed: Messrs. John M. Green, chair- 
man; Asa G. Candler, secretary; F. J. 
Paxon, treasurer; I. M. Landrum, A. C. 
Bruce, Rev. L. K. Probst, Rev. H. B. Blake- 
ly, BE.

Association have been held in Atlanta in 
1878, in Toronto in 1881, in Louisville in 
1884, in Chicago in 1887, in Pittsburg in 
1890, in St. Louis in 1893 and in Boston in 
1886. Some of the most distinguished men 
in the country have been identified with the 

International Sunday School Association in 

times past. Dr. John Hall, of New York; 
ex-Governor Alfred H, Colquitt, of Geor-

He began life much earlier than is usyally. 
the case nowadays. When but seventeen, 
after teaching a country school ard man- 
aging to save a pitiful little-sum, he left 
home for Grinnell college. Here, while 
hanging on to life and work by sheer nerv- 
ous persistence, he imterested himself in 
organizing a Sunday school. Though but a 
boy, he: showed such marked aptitude, and 
his labors brought such immediate success, 
that the attention of a man of means was 
focused upon him. <An offer was made him 
to leave college and to drive through the 
wést organizing Sunday schools, at a salary 

$60 a month. This would give him a 


‘double opportunity to gain experience in 


his chosen field and to enable him to start a 
library, so he accepted. 

From the start he was successful. His 
zeal and fervor, his magnetic personality, 
his remarkable gift of eloquence, all were 
concentrated upon this work. He drove 
from village to village in a covered buggy, 
stopping at each long enough to get the 
new institution fairly under way before 
driving on. From the middle west he con- 
tinued into the mountains, mingling with 
all kinds of men, sometimes identifying 
himself with the lowest grades of society. 
One incident in particular he likes to re- 
call: 

‘In one mining settlement I had a strange 
experience. Probably some one of mv 
former pupils had preceded me, for on en- 
tering the village I was hailed by a beetle- 
browed villain who announced himself as 
the mayor and tavern keeper.

WHAT IS CHRISTIAN BAPTISM? 


Dr. S. L Ramsey, of St. Louis Dis- 
cusses This Question. 

In the current number of The Christian 
Observer, of Louisville, Ky., one of the 
principal organs of the Presbyterian church 
in the south, Dr. S. I. Ramsey, of St. Louis, 
Mo., discusses the subject of baptism from 
the Presbyterian standpoint. Says he: 

There are at least three senses in which 
the term baptism is used: First, bap- 
tism into repentance; second spiritual 
baptism, or baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, qualifying the individual for some 
specific work; third, symbolic baptism, or 
baptism into the name of the Father, and 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

This third form is distinctively Christian 
baptism, or that form of baptism which 
Christ enjoined upon His disciples after He 
had risen from the dead. So in our Stan- 
dards we declare that ‘‘Baptism is a sacra- 
ment, instituted by Christ, wherein the 
washing with water in the name of the 
Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost, 
doth signify and seal our ingrafting into 
Christ, and partaking of the benefits of the 
covenant of grace, and our engagement to 
ae the Lord’s.”’ This definition is com- 
plete: 

First, it is here asserted that baptism is 
a divine ordinance, which avcords with 
Matthew xxvili, 19, and Mark xvi, 16. This 
position is universally conceded. 

Second, the element to be used is water, 
and not oil and water as in the Roman 
Catholic church. This position is ‘clear 
from all recorded instances of baptism by 
the apostles. No‘ other element is used or 
even hinted at. Our position as a church is 
that there is ground for a difference of 
opinion, and so we hold that baptism by 
immersion, by pouring and by sprinkling, 
are all valid modes of baptism. We hold 
that the. form is a matter of choice or 
expediency, giving the preference, however, 
to baptism by pouring or sprinkling. In 
evidence of the correctness of this position, 
we submit the following: 

1. The original term used, baptizo, is not 
conclusive evidence as to the mode to be 
used, for it is derived from the verb bapto, 
which means not only to dip, to plunge and 
to immerse, but also to wash, as in Mark, 
vii, 4, 8; Luke, xi, 38, and Hebrews, ix, 10. 
In these passages the idea of sprinkling or 
*pouring is not necessarily excluded. 

2. There are instances, however, where 
immersion is admissible: notably in the 
baptism of the Eunuch, Acts villi, 36-39. If 


it is in harmony with the symbolism men- 
tioned a the apostle in Romans vi, 4, 
and Col. ii, 122. e, there are 
some philological and exegetical difficulties 
in the way of such an interpretation, but 
these are clearly of minor importance. 

8. There are other instances, however, 
where baptism by immersion is exceedingly 
impro e if not impossible: For example, 
Acts il, 41, where we have the baptism of 
8,000 converts in one day, by a handful of 
disciples, in a hostile city, and with no 
suitable facilities at thand. So, also, as in

“It was a little outside the line of my ex- 
perience, but I agreed. The tavern keeper 
entertained me until the appointed hour, 
when he led me to thé barroom. feats had 
been made by laying planks across beer 
kegs. The room was dimly lighted with 
kerosene lamps, and the air was heavy with 
toLacco smoke and the odor of liquor. Cow- 
boys had been sent so scéur the near coun- 
try and everybody had come. The room 
was packed with men; and two or three 
women were in the rear, one of whom 
held a baby. 

“IT talked as informally as I could and 
apparently was holding their interest some- 
what, when the baby began to cry. The 
mother was crowded too closely to be able 
to move at once, so I waited while’ she 
tried to soothe the child. The fact that 
I was compelled to wait seemed to anger 
one of the men, for he sprang up and de- 
manded that the child be removed. An- 
other answered him hotly, and in a moment 
the crowd was divided and the situation 
began to get exciting. I had no idea of 
what I should do to quiet the disturbance, 
so I said the only thing that came into 
my head: ! 


this be the mode in this particular instance, 


‘Boys, I, like to hear that child cry. 
It reminds me of my little niece at home.

“For some reason it seemed to touch 
them, for they stopped almost immediately. 
It has since occurred to me that my acci- 
dental remark probably aroused memories 
of better days in each of them.” 

“After'the meeting, as I stood outside the 
tavern to get a breath of pure air, my host 
came out and approached me awkwardly. 
He started to gpeak, then hesitated, finally 
thrusting a bill into my hand. 

‘** ‘Here’s that $5,’ he said, ‘some of the 
boys say you’ve got to take it.’ 

‘TI was prompted to refuse, but he would 
not permit it. Others saw the act, and they 
at once took up a collection of nearly $80. 
Of course I could not, as they urged, keep 
it for myself, but it helped the work along. 
From their looks I almost feared that they 
would shoot if I refused.”’ 

But though this work was congenial, he 
could not relinquish the idea of an educa- 
tion, and on his return he entered Lake 
Forest university. Here occurred some of 
the hardest struggles of his life. He secur- 
ed a position as janitor of a local church 
at a salary of $1.50 a week, the appreciative 
but businesslike committee stipulating that 
one of his tasks should be to address the 
weekly prayer meeting. Somehow, by liv- 
ing on next to nothing and by accepting 
every odd job that offered, he managed not 
only to.eke out a living, but to accumulate 
a library of 400 books. He finally was ap- 
pointed assistant in the university library, 
and then it’ was that he set himself the 
task of reading at least partially every 
book on the shelves in the order of their 
alphabetical arrangement, beginning with 
Addison. It was here that he built up the 
habit of reading, which so largely accounts 
for his wide information; he learned to get 
out the gist of a book and “its style and 
structure without taking time to read it 
through, for such time he did not have. 
It took him three years to go through the

-mism, all kept’him at it with a persistence 
that perhaps was partly outside of himself. 

After college came the McCormick sem- 
inary in Chicago, where he received his the- 
ological training, and after that the great 
lifework. He preached first at Peoria. His 
success there was so pronounced that he 
was called to the First Presbyterian 
church of Evanston, a position in such 
close touch with Chicago church circles 
that bis name grew rapidly. A few years 
more and David Swing died; then Dr. Hii- 
lis stepped into his place in Central church, 
Chicago. Many there were who said that 
he could not do it, that he was too young, 
too inexperienced, that it meant the decline 
of Ohicago’s most prominent church organ- 
ization. But how he silenced his critics 
is a matter Of too recent history to call 
for comment, 

Dr. Hillis has published a number of 
books, compiliations of sermons and adress- 
es, and all have met with remarkable suc- 
cess. The more important of these, “A 
Man’s Value to Society,” and “The Invest- 
ment of Influence,” show even to the cas- 
ual reader the secret o¢ his success. His 
writing is Ifke himself, keen, logical, force- 
ful, and, better still, intensely thauman. 
Though not yet forty, he has seen more 
than falls to tt - lot of most older men. He 
has lived through hardships into success, 
and the hard treatment which might have 
made a cynic or a failure of @ smaller 
man, has mellowed him and ripened him 
into strong, vital manhood. And theré is in 
all his work a gentle, tolerant humor that 
often crystallizes into wit. 

Dr. Hillis is a very careful writer. He 
gives minute attention to eyery detail of 
etyle, and his study of the masters shows 
in every line of his writing. Even when 
carried away by the flow of his ideas he 
constructs each sentence ‘with the precis- 
fon that long practice has developed into 
instinct. 
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(| OGANIZED IN 1788. 


The Career of the Oldest Sunday School 
in. London. 


The oldest Sunday school in London was 
organized under the auspices of the Meth- 
odist church on April 22, 1788. Today this 
Sunday schoo} numbers 3,670 members 
including officers, teachers and scholars. 

Christendom unites in bestowing -the 
honors which attach to the evolution of 
the first Sunday school upon Robert 
Raikes, but the credit of that unique re- 
ligious achievement belongs in part, if not 
in whole, to Sophia Cook, who subsequent- 
ly became the wife of Samuel Bradbern, 
the Demosthenese of the Methodist pulpit. 
Miss Cook and Robert Raikes were one 
day talking together about the poor chil- 
dren in the streets of Gloucester, and in 
the course of the conversation Raikes 
asked what could be done to help them 
along in life. Miss Cook replied: “Let 
us teach them and take them to church.” 
This suggestion was immediately acted up- 
on, and Raikes and (Miss Cook became the 
first Sunday school teachers. Of course the 
movement spread from Gloucester to other 
places. Among the arliest organized were 
those at Leeds. There the town was di- 
vided into seven districts and in a short 
time the schools numbered twenty-six, with 
over 2,000 scholars taught by forty-five 
masters. The masters were mostly pious 
men and@ were paid from 1 to 2- shillings 
per Sunday, according to the value of 
their services. Four ‘“inquisitors’’ visited 
each school in turn to ascertain who were 
absent, and then called at the homes of 
the absentees or looked them up in the 
street. Each master had a written list of 
his scholars, which he was requirded to call 
every Sunday at 1:30 and 5:30 o’clock. The 
sessions of the school began at 1 o'clock. 
The children were instructed in reading, 
writing and religion until 3 o’clock, when 
they were conducted back to school, where 
some book was read, a psalm sung atid the 
service concluded with’ prayer. Five cler- 
gymen visited the scheols and addressed 
the scholars. Thé-expénses of the twenty- 
six schools for tHe first: year were $1,150. 

Mr. Wesley, writitgy of his visit to Ot- 
ley, July 18, 1784, says: ‘Before service I 


tains 240 children, taught evésgy Sunday 
by the several masters and superintended 
by the curate. So many children , in one 
parish are restrained from open sin and 
taught a little good manners, at least, as 
well ag to read the Bible. I find these 
schools springing up wherever I go. Per- 
haps God may have a deeper end therein 
than men are aware of. Who knows but 
some of these schools may become nurser- 
ies for Christians.”

On reaching Atlanta, 
Mr. Harmon pntered upon the service of 
the city missfon board of the First Chris- 
tian church of Atlanta, and proceeded at 
cnce to organize the church at Howell's 
Station, with twenty-five members. Subse- 
quently -the Woman’s Society for Georgia 
missions engaged him to hold meetings at 
Gainesville, Monroe and other points, which 
resulted in the rganization of strong 
churches. At the beginning of the present 
year he was called to the pulpit of the 
West End Christian church. Steps have al- 
ready been taken on the part of the mem- 
bers of the West End Christian church to- 
ward the erection of new quarters #nd there 
is every prospect of success in this direc- 
tion. Mr. Harmon has accomplished much 
toward the dissemination of the doctrines 
of the denomination to which he belongs 
and his work in Atlanta is bound to be 
fruitful of good results.

The Georgia Industrial Home Started 
by Rev. W. E. Mumford. 
Sometime in December of last year Rev. 
W. E. Mumford, of Macon, formally retir- 
ed from the itinerant ranks of the Meth- 
odist church in order to establish the Geor- 
gia Industrial home, for the care of out- 

cast children and orphans in this state. 

Within the past few weeks the charter 
which brings this noble institution into 
life has been granted to the following nam- 
ea persons: Rev. William E. Mumford, 
State Schoo} Commissioner G. R. Glenn, 
Dr. P. D. Pollock, president of Mercer uni- 
versity; Colonel C. M. Wiley, Captain W. 
A. Davis and Mr, E. J, Willingham. 

Two hundred acres of land conveniently 
located some four miles from Macon have 
been sélected as the site of this proposed 
institution, and on February 15th the 
doors of the first building named “Georgia 
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The Handsome Brick Edifice of the First Methodist Church of La Grange, 
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ducted by Dr. Foote, the presiding elder. 

In the pulpit with Dr. Foote sat the 
pastor of the First Baptist chureh, Dr. 
Nunnally, who was present to rejoice with 
the members of the First Methodist church 
over their new house of worship. In La- 
Grange the Baptists and the Methodists 
work so harmoniously together that about 
the only way to tell them apart is for 
the Methodist pastor to spread his com- 
munion or begin to sprinkle the babies, 
and then it is that the Baptiste hold back 
and the Methodists go forward. 

The new church cost several thousand 
dollars, and besides being substantial, is 
also ornamental, In this house will be held 
the next session of the North Georgia con- 
ference. 

The pews have not yet been put in and 
common chairs ace being used instead. 
Very handsomie pews were ordered, but 
inferior ones were sent which were prompt- 
ly rejected. Just when, the church will be 
dedicated has not been determined on. 
Dr. Thomas, the pastor, has worked hard 
and untiringly over the erection of this 
church, and now that the time to open it 
is rear his health is such that he has been 
ordered to Florida by his physicians. : 

Dr. Foote, in conducting the services, 
said that he was very much impressed 
with the belief that his father conducted 
the first service in the old church, which 
was built in 1853 on this spot. This church 
claims to have one of the best if not the 
best choir in the state, and the music 
rendered at the first service was up to 
its usual perfection. The organ is presided 
over by Miss Maidee Smith, who is a pro- 
fessional musician, and the choir is con- 
trolled by Professor Albert.

When Mr. Mumford inaugurated the 
mevement which has now assumed definite 
shape in the Georgia Industria] home, he 
was wholly without monetary resources, 
but subgpcriptions have since poured in upon 
him from every quarter of the state.

Going to Molokai. ‘ 

Two sisters of the Order of St. Francis, 
Sister Flaviana and Sister Bonaventure, re- 
cently left Syracuse, N. Y., for the Sand- 
wich islands, where they expect to devote 
themselves to the care of lepers.

; some honorable men among the privates

The tendency of war is to 
demoralize. ‘Men will rob and plunder and

A Flat-Footing Piesented for Passen- 
gers on the Incline—Saw Edge 
on the Scissors. 


Stainway Improvement. 

While in practical operation, the moving 
stairway has, as heretofore designed, been 
found defective in many respects, this ‘meth- 
od of cOnveyance between different floor 
levels is regarded with great favor and will 
no doubt before long be adopted for general 
use in some improved form. The great ob- 
jection to the vertical elevator is its limited 
capacity, as well as the expense of the at- 
tendants required to operate them, both of 
which items are eliminated in the moving 
stairway.

passengers in maintaining an upright posi- 
tion on an angular footing surface, and this 
short coming has been effectually overcome 
in the model designed by George A.’ Wheel- 
er, of New York. In this the moving struct- 
ure is composed of a series of steps form- 
ing in their operation an endless chain. 
The supporting structure for these steps is 
arranged in horizontal and inclined sections 
to form landings and stairs respectively, 
and so constructed as to maintain the tread 
surfaces of the steps horizontally while 
passing over the inclosed portion, but as 
soon as the level at either floor is reached 
the steps interleave to make a flat and 
smooth flooring. 


Self-Propelled Traction Sleigh. 

In these days of self-propelling carriages, 
many efforts have been made to design a 
sleigh propelled by some , self-contained 
power, but without any great degree o? suc- 
cess. The one shown herewith has some 
novel features. The propeiling power in 
this case, instead of Leing a flanged paddle 
wheel, as generally resorted to for this

Tennyson’s Love for Children. - 

When Tennyson was a young man liv- 
ing at home he so attracted the children of 
the family that they would sit on his knee 
or cling about his feet while he told them 
Stories of his own invention. He would 
make himself a Colossus of Rhodes for the 
boys, the fun being to rush under the arch- 
way of his legs without receiving a whack 
from his open hand. The poet was de- 
voted to his own children. The mother, 
not being etrong enough to walk far, 
was drawn in her garden carriage by her 
two boys, Hallam and Lionel while the 
father himself pushed from behind. He 
would read to them while they were ait- 
ting together on a bank in a field, play 
football with them, teach them to shoot 
with bow and arrow, and go with them 
flower hunting. . In rainy weather father 
and boys staid indoors and played bat- 
tledore and shuttlecock, a game of which 
Tennyson was particularly fond. 

One of their amusements was the blow- 
ing of soap bubbles, and the pdet-father 
would become excited over the “gorgeous 
colors and landscapes. and the planets 
breaking off from their suns, and the 
single star becoming a double star,” all 
of which he saw in the bubbles. In the 
evenings he would help the boys to act 
scenes from a familiar play, or superin- 
tend thelr charades, writing amusing pro- 
logues to help out the entertainment. 
‘(Make the lives of children as beautiful as 
possible,” was one of the poet's favorite 
sayings. Another was, “A truthful man 
generally has all the virtues,” and the 
chief anxiety was that the children should 
be strictly truthful. He insisted that 
they should be courteous to the poor; and 
his son reeords that “the severest punish- 
ment he ever gave me, though that was, 
it must be confessed, slight, was for some 
want of respect to one of our servants,” 

In the later years of the poet's life his 
grandchildren loved a romp with him and 
enjoyed their rides, when he would fight 
them with newspapers, or play ‘“‘pat-a- 
cake’’ with them. On one of his last walks 
when he had passed his ve ape dye ooo 
he met the village school children.

ple’s proverbs as tyweir pictures came hur- 
rying to him from the right. 

Tihus everybody has made a picture and 
has also guessed the meaning of everybody 
else’s picture. And when each illustrator 
has at last his own picture in hand again 
he unfolds the crumpled paper and in turn 
reads off the guesses of the rest of the 
party. There is sure to be a refreshing 
amount of cheering laughter, particularly 
over the guesses at the meaning of pic- 
tures which are so badly done that the pic- 
ture makers themselves can scarcely tell 


whether they look most like cabbage beds 


or last roses of summer! 

*““Marching to Jerusalem’’ is an old game 
which always makes fun for a party of 
young people who are in the mood for a 
genuine old-fashioned romp.

-his ideal and continue to speak his speeches 
so that he will be guided by one runner 
alone. This will beget in one the desire 
to read and study the lives of great inen 
and will be invaluable in after life. But 
the highest aim of a student in declaiming 
the speeches of others should be to help 
him toward becoming a debater. 

It is absolutely essential that a debater 
be a good speaker. No matter how beau- 
tiful may be his phraseology or how pbril- 
Hant his thoughts, unless he is capable of 
delivering his speech in an acceptable man- 
ner he will not be accorded a place among 
the oratora of the day. A good debater 
must have the pugnacity of a bulldog ond 
the coolness of an iceberg. He must be 
possessed with that rare ability of perse- 
vering in the linevof thought which he is 
to propound. To make a good iebate he 
must study carefully and conscientiously 
both sides of a question or he will become 
narrow-minded and be unable to answer 
the arguments of his opponents. 

This preparation begets in one the spirit 
of fairness which is important in debate. 
Debate trains young people to espouse one 
side or the other of a question. The world 
is not benefited or enlightened by those 
who never care which side wins so that 
they are left to themselves. It is only those 
broad-minded thinkers who alleviate the 
sufferings of weak humanity. The habit of 
contending with friends in a debate gives 
an independence in asserting one’s opinions 
which can be obtained from no other branch 
of education. 


The world does not respect those men 
or those women who persistently ccpy the 
habits an@ manners of others. 

Then, too, you learn. from @ebate, as 
from nothing else, the habit of respecting 
the opinions of others. In this. great free 
country of ours every man. has the right 
to think as he pleases, and the sooner some 
of our narrow-minded citizens wake up 
to a realization of this fact the sooner 
will they appreciate fully the golden rule.

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CERVERA’S FLEET. 


A Fine Romping Game To Be Played 
with National Spirit. 
By Olive Harper. 

A very up-to-date game is called Cerve- 
ra’s fieet. When there are enough persons 
present to play it, i is worth while to 
try it once, anyhow. One corner of the 
room is fenced off by chairs, and 
this are the ghips forming Cervera’s fleet. 
Each player should have the name of the 


inside 
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ship he represents pinned to his breast. 
In the other part of the room the ships 
Lelonging to the American fleet are ro1rs- 
ing around, keeping a watchful eye upon 
the imprisoned craft in Santiago 
There should be another row of chairs 
closing another corner of the room, and 
this is labeled Havana. Ht is the object of 
each ship in Cervera’s fleet to escape from 
Santiago bay and reach Havana, and that 
of the American nnvy to prevent them, 

Exact historical record is not to be ex- 
pected, so each American ship that is 
caught by hands outstretched from San- 
tlago has to go in there as a prisoner of 
war, and each Spanish ship caught. during 
one of its sorties toward Havana is kept 
a prisoner of war, but it is generally ex- 
pected that the Spanish ships suffer com- 
plete defeat. When the ships are all 
captured the whole company falls in line 
and marches to Hail Columbia, or some 
other patriotic air, A game of this kind 
can be varied as much as is desired, and 
there are always clever persons in a com- 
pany to suggest interesting changes. 

The following amusing game requires a 
‘basket of potatoes, some large and some 
small, just as one might expect to find 
them. They are then laid in a line about 
a foot apart across the floor. One person 
at a time kneels and walks along on his 
or her knees and tries with a teaspoon to 
gather up the potatoes again and put them 
in the basket. This is far mrore difficult 
than it appears, and often the most ludi- 
crous accidents arrive. The others follow 
in turn, and a timekeeper has kept account 
of the length of time each has spent try- 
ing to pick up the potatoes. The one who 
gathers them in the shortest time wins a 
prize. 

The miser’s grabbag is another laughable 
game. There may be a bag or a lars vase 
filled with peanuts,.and each player is to 
hand a slip of paper signed with his or 
her name to the keeper of the grabbag, 
and on it write the number of nuts he ex- 
pects to secure. Then he or she may 
plunge the riglit hand down among the 
nuts, grasp all they can and bring them 
out. The number—and it is generally dis- 
appointingly small—is counted and written 
down beside the number expected. After 


all have done their best the slips are read 


and the one having the greatest difference 
between what he did get and what he 
theught he would get loses,and the one 
whose guess was nearest right wins. The 
hole in the bag and the neck of the vase, 
where one is used, should be small. 

A rather more ambitious game is called 
Klondike. This is very suitable for..a 
birthday, Valentine Day or Easter party. 
A lot of ribbon is procured, and to each is 
tied a little gift. The ribbon is hidden 
with the gift in a large pile of sawdust, 
which is heaped up in the middle of the’ 
room on a sheet. Each: player then re- 
ceives a tablespoon and all kneel around 
the pile and begin to dig for gold. When 
he or she has found the end of a ribbon, 
the spoon is dropped and the ribbon held 
on to until] the leader asks if they have 
all reached ‘‘pay dirt." If they all answer, 


-yes, they are told to pull, and the ribbon 


unwinds and the Mttle gift is brought 
forth. Some of the gifts are comical, but 
none should be expensive. 

It is a pretty and amusing game. This 
same plan could be carried out by having 
a few articles of some value, and others 
of trifilmg cost, scattered indiscriminately 
through the sawdust—or sand—without rib- 
bons. The whole surface of the mine is 
then marked off into sections and each 
section sold to a miner for 10 cents, the 
amount going to a church or charity, each 
miner to have all he finds with a table- 
spoon in his section. The finds are often 
very amusing, a& men getting small dolls 
and ladies finding cigarette hoWers or pipes. 
or some article essentially devoted to mas- 
culine requirements.

Probebly the liveliest amusement for 
an evening party may be enjoyed by 
wneatis of a cake of brown foap and a 
number of common clay pipes. The game 
should be played in the dining room, where 
a basin of strong soap suds is placed in 
the center of the table. The young, and 
old folks as well, are given clay pipes with 
neat ribbons attached and an ironing 
board covered with cloth is rested on the 
backs of two chairs of different height. 
At the lower end of the board two pieces 
of wood are fastened so as to stand up- 
right on either side of the board, form- 
ing a goal. Now the object of the game 
is for each player in turn to dip his pipe 
in the suds, blow a bubble, drop it on 
the upper end of the board and carefully 
blow it forward, and, if possible, through 
the goal. As it is very difficult to drop 
the bubble on the board, each one is given 
three chances, and finally the one who 
succeeds in blowing the most bubbles 
through the goal is the winner.

Last week Mr. John Holmes, tho brother 
of Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, died . in 
Cambridge, Mass., at the ripe old age of 


eighty-seven years. Though possessed of: 
unusual literary genius, he suffered in com-, 


parison with his brother, and consequently 
failed to impress the world with the qual- 
ity of his gifts. Speaking of him, some 
writer says: 

“His literary ventures were few, but he 
wrote much for his own pleasure, and his 
friends believe that among his unpublished 
manuscripts are many poems that might 
have brought him fame. His friend, James 
Russell Lowell, once happily spoke of him 
as ‘one of those choice poets who will not 
tarnish their bright fancies by publication.’ 
Although he entered upon the legal profes- 
sion in 1839, his life was devoted largely 
to literature and study, especially of the 
Greek and Latin classics. He had a wide 
acquaintance among literary men, and was 
a member of the little Cambridge group to 
which Lowell also belonged. He was a ge- 
nial man in society and in the quickness of 
his wit he recalls his famous brother. When 
a friend urged him to marry and take a 
larger house, he laughingly replied: “Why, 
yes, of course, if I should take a better 
half I should improve my quarters.’ He 
was born in 1812, three years later than 
Oliver Wendell and was graduated at Har- 
vard in the class of 1832, also three years 
later than the ‘historic class of 1829. But a6 
his brother died in 1894, at the age of eighty- 
five, while John lived to be eighty-seven, 
he surpassed the autocrat in age, which, 
as he once wrote, was the only subject of 
rivairy between them.”’ 


Most of the world’s great literary mas- 
terpieces have been evolved from mature 
brains. Swift was fifty-nine when he pro- 
duced “Gulliver’s Travels.” Milton was 
fifty-eight when he composed “Paradise 
Lost.’’ Defoe was fifty-seven when he pub- 
lished “Robinson Crusoe.” Darwin was 
fifty when he wrote ‘‘The Origin of Spe- 
cies.”” Scott was forty-four when he com-' 
menced wpon ““Waverly.”’ Bacon was fifty- 
nine when-he completed ‘“‘The Wisdom of 
the Ancients.” Grote was sixty-four when 
he published “Tihe History of Greece.” 
Cowper was fifty when he wrote ‘The 
Task.” Thomas Hood was forty-six when 
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he composed “The Song of the Shirt.”” Loné- 
fellow was forty-eight when he produced 
“Hiawatha.” George Eliot was fifty when 
ghe commenced upon “Daniel Deronda.” 
Goethe was eighty when he completed 
“Faust.” Holmes was fifty-five when he 
published ‘“‘Songs in Many Keys.” In like 
manner numbertess other instances might 
be cited. Of course Byron, Keats, Shelley. 
Burns and other celebrities present excep- 
tions to this rule, but nevertheless the fact 
remains that most of the great masterpieces 
of the world, both in prose and in verse, 
have been the products of mature thought. 


In the village of Rottingdean, England, 
some four miles east of Brighton, nestles 
the picturesqtie home of Rudyard Kipling. 
Some one who has recently visited the 
place describes it in this graphic manner: 

Rottingdean is 4 watering place un- 
marred by railway facilities, and only con- 
nected with the outside world by a coach ‘ 

which ryns to Brighton. In the reign of 
Richard II the French effected a landing 
here and attempted to, march across the 
downs, capture Lewes and avenge the 
Black Prince’s victory at Crecy. They were 
opposed by a mere handful of yeomen; but 
lost. heart and returned to their ships. The 
sevret of this mysterious retreat will soon 
be made apparent to any one who tries 
to cross the downs to Lewes. The cross- 
‘Ing of those wild chalk hills and desolate 
valleys might well daunt a foreigner. But 
ig nature has given you a stout heart, vig- 
orous lungs and the ability to climb ridge 
after ridge uncomplainingly, the very best 
way to enter Rottingdean is by those self- 
same downs from ‘Lewes. In the little 
churchyard only a few weeks ago, William 
Black; the novelist, was laid to rest, and 
the flowers are still banked upon his grave. 
In thé middle of the green Hes the horse- 
pond, and all around are houses, éach of 
which possesses an interesting history of 
its own. There is a vicarage, for instance, 
looking across the green to Mr. Kipling’s 
window. Under its high roof many famous 
men received their early education, among 
the numbe-: being Bulwer Lytton, the grea: 
duke of Wellington and Cardinal Mara.nz. 
For the old Rottingdean vicars also eked 
out a Jivelinood by keeping a school. You 
may read in the earl of Lytton’'s life of his 
father how the great novelist became ‘‘cock 
of the school’ by thrashing a bigger boy 
named Moreton. This was under Dr. T. R. 
Hooker in 87. Reid, another uncle of Mr. 
Kipling, also livea nearby, and a new mem- 
ber of the literary colony ‘here is L. Cope 
Cornford, the novelist. 

“Mr. Kipling’s garden wa!l stretches across 
they upper part of the green. The house, 
as will be seen from the accompanying 
picture, is two-storied with an attic. The 
front gate is rafely opened and the en- 
trance is by the smaller wicket further 
down the street and directly facing the 
church. The house was originally built by 
Thomas D’Oyley, sergeant-at-law, in the 
last century. Mr. Kipling’s working room 
at present is that represented by the sec- 
ond floor bow window on the left. Hence 
he can see the downs, the long range of 
cliffs and the English channel. On clear 
days Beachey Head is distinctly visible, 
and the Dieppe steamers may be seen beat- 
ing into New Haven. 

Opposite Mr. Kipling’s house, on 
the other side of the green, is a quaint old 
inn—the Plough, kept by one Bleyber, who 

knew the author of ‘‘Recessional’ when he 
was a swarthy youngster just home from 
India. ‘Bleyber and Mr. Kipling are fast 
friends, although they differ widely in poll- 
tics. Not long since Bleyber fell ill and. 
Mr. Kipling, by way of cheering him wp, 
was wont to drop in of an evening to argue 
imperialism versus little. England policy. 
The discussion invariably waxed hot, so 
that when Mr. -Kipling left the innkeeper’s 
pulse had quickened abnormally, and he 
was feverish to a degree which puzzled the 
local physician. At length, however, the: 
medical man heard of these visits. Going: 
to Mr. Kipling’s house, he absolutely for-- 
bade him to pay any more visits to Bley-. 
ber “unless he wanted to murder the man 
with argument.” The incident excited 
much amusement in Rottingdean, but no- 
body laughs more heartily over it than 
Mr. Kipling himself, unless perhaps it be 
the now recovered innkeeper. 


Mr, Alfred Colquitt Newell, formerly of 
Atlanta, but now of Brooklyn, writes the 
following criticism of the latest book from 
the pen of Miss Hallie Ermine Rives: 

“More than a year has elapsed since the 
first book of Miss Hallie Ermine Rives ap- 
peared. For a young woman unknown out- 
side her native country, the stroke was 
bold. ‘Smoking Flax’ was not calculated to 
call for applause from those who rated lit- 
erary elegancies above forceful crudities. 
Smug critics probably tilted their noses a 
notch or two higher to find that a young 
southern woman had essayed a:defense of 
the Tynching evil, Features necessarily re- 
pulsive were requisite to ther presentation | 
of the question. These were curtained with 
a fine delicacy of treatment, however. I 
happen to know that the motive prompting 
the book was most sincére, and that the 
author was startled at the sensation sub- 
sequent to its appearance. The volume 
brought her out. When the people began 
to look ground a timid disciple from thé 
region of the blue’ grass was discovered. 
She was ‘caught’ up by the social side of 
literary-New: York. Woftien envied the ex- 
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travagant shower of yellow hair. Men 
wondered at it, also, and some fellow put 
his feelirigs into verse which appeared ge- 
rially on the editorial pagé of one Of the 
big morning dailies. At any rate, Miss 

es became known. 

‘Recently she has brought out another 
book which those critics offended by her 
initia] effort have condescended to compli- 
ment in a way seemingly to compensate 
for former strictures. “As the Hart 
Panteth” might suggest a pamphlet of the 
sugar trust, but it is not so saccharine as 
one might suppose, since it takes up the 
career of a girl who aspires to literary 
success in New York. The volume is said 
to be a recountal, in a large measure, of 
the experience of the author, although it 
would be charitable to judge that the ro- 
mantic features were entirely fanciful. 

“A Sunday paper took up this discussion 
and presented the young woman's photo- 
graph interwoven by a string of hearts 
and cupids,. with the picture of @ hnews- 
paper writer now in the Klondike. Miss 
Rives has since announced that the ice- 
cutting proclivities of the young man ‘were 
confined entirely to that region. 

“Her last book is of interest in giving 
happy glimpses into Mfe down south. 
Among a wilderness of war wrecks in a 
section of Virginia, is reared a girl whose 
nature calls out for a‘ less circumscribed 
existence.

“THE STORY OF OLD FORT LOVU- 
DON,” by Chafles Egbert Craddock, ‘with 
illustrations by Ernest Piexotto. The 
Macmillan Company, New York, publish- 
ers. 

This delightful tale of ploneer life in Ten- 
nessee is decidedly the best contribution 
which the author has yot made to southern 
fiction. Miss Murfree, the original of 
Charies Egbert Craddock, ranks high 
among southern writers of the present gen- 
eration. When she published, several] years 
ago, “The Prophet of the Great Smoky 
Mountains,” she convinced the public of her 
extraordinary talents, and since that time 
she thas not lacked for enthusiastic ad- 
mirers. In literary finish as well as in 
variety and spice of incident, “The Story 
of Old Fort London” is far ahead of ‘‘The 
Prophet of the Great Smoky Moun- 
tains,’ and this statement’ in it- 
self is sufficient to arouse the 
keenest popular interest in the 
volume under review. The story opens 
some twenty years before the time of the 


American revolution and@ deals most vivid- 


dy with the hardships and privations to 


which early settlers were subjected during 
that .remote period.

ruddy contemporaries. Besides giving infor- 
mation in regard to the original tribes of 
Amreican Indians, most of which have be- 
come extinct, he also gives information in 
regard to the present tribes. Whether used 
in the nursery or in the schoolroom this 
splendid work which the author has com- 
piled cannot fail to accgmplish good educa- 
tional results.

Stevenson‘s Home in Samoa. 
Auckland, New Zealand, January 1, 
(Special Correspondence,)—In a recen ; 
to the Samoan islands I+ of course ‘took 
occasion to go to Vailima, four miles up 
the side of Mt. Vaea from Apia. Vailima 
was the name of the home of the late 
Robert Louis Stevenson and overlooks the 
town and bay of Apia at an altitude of 
several hundred feet. 

In this delightful tropical climate Ste- 
venson had selected this charming spot on 
account of his delicate health, in which to 
spend this remaining days with his family. 
He spent a little fortune én Vailima and 
since his death the former palatial home 
of the great author has greatly run down. 
His widow moved away shortly after his 
death and the house has been lonely and 
empty. 

Here it was that Stevenson accomplished 
much of his greatest literary efforts. Marie 
Fraser’s bright book, “In Stevenson’s Sa- 
moa,” has an interesting paragraph touch- 
ing’upon her visit to Vaiima: ‘The library 
at Vailima was a beautiful room opening 
on the second veranda, and the walls lined 
with books, arms and pictures. ‘But I 
don’t write in that room,’ said our host; 
‘ft’s all so suitable for a literary man, 
apparently, but it drives every idea out 
of my. head. Sometimes I go in to look 
up something, but generally seize the book 
and rush off with it to my den.’ 

‘So we crossed the’ flying bridge from 
one veranda to another, and entered his 
little workroom, with ite bare floor and 
varnished walls. ‘This,’ he continued, curl- 
ing himself up on a mat in the corner, ‘is 
the sort of place I can work in—where 
nothing looks like literature. A dea] kitch- 
en table and a small bed are all that I 
require; chairs are an unnecessary luxury: 
a mat flung on the ground is all one wants.’ 

“And from where we sat could be seen the 
snow-white tropic birds soaring over Vaea, 
the summit of which he always epoke of 
as his last resting place on earth.” 

The upper veranda of Vailima, which 
overlooks gardens, plantations and a wide 
stretch of forest, was an excellent point 
of vantage from which to watch the in- 
numerable wild birds that came to feed on 
nutmegs and other tropical fruits.. As day 
cawned and the light crept over the ‘moun- 
tains and forest, the ‘“‘veha,” a little rail 
with mottled black and brown plumage, in 
which the spirit of the god “Alli Tu” wag 
supposed to live, would emefge from the 
bushes and warily creép across the grass, 
picking up insects here! and there. Then, 
as the sun flashed his first beams on dew- 
laden tree and flower, the.elear, liquid note 
of the ‘“jao’’ (wattled honey-eater). was 
heard, and he and his mate might be séen 
busy. among the blossoms of the: mijmmy 
apple; and the ‘“‘flula,” a dark-plumaged 
sterling, which represented the spirit of a 
sort of god called ‘‘Moso,'’ joined in with 
mellow voice. Among the forest trees many 
species of doves flitted from branch to 
branch, their beautiful -~plumage—green, 
pink, white, purple and giuy—showing 
clearly against the somber follage. Later, 
as the sun grew more powerful, the “sar- 
gas,”" exquisite little parrakeets, with 
feathers of the gayest—green, crimson, blue 
and yellow—came chattering vy in pairs, 
and might be seen clinging to the fruit 
blossoms, from which. they sucked the 
nectar; and overhead the tropic birds gail- 
ing in wide circles, their snowy plumage 
and long red tail feathers (the latter a dis- 
tinguishing feature in the head dress of 
certain ‘Samoan chiefs) showing distinctly 
against the blue sky. 

Stevenson's body was laid to rest at the 
summit of the mountain just above Vailima, 
and a picture of the monument that marks 
the grave is printed here. 

Vailima’s doors are left wide open, and 
tourists go through at will. Of course the 
house is now unattractive, but the panneled 
walls of beautiful dark wood on which the 
costly. pictures. hung and other evidences 
indicate the beauty and refinement of the 
once famous tropical home, 

On an old table the writer found a large 
book of printed order blanks on the mer- 
chants of Apia. In this way Mr. Stevenson 
dispensed alms to hundreds of natives each 
month, his bills in Apia alone amounting to 
nearly $2,000 per month. The face of the 
merchant’s order is as follows:

y Made by K. Okerberg, whose bust of ‘“‘Uncle Remus” created such a splendid impres- 
sion. The bust of the late Colonel Johnston, the famous author, is a magnificent 
likeness of the original and shows the sculptor to be a man of positive genius. 
The bust can.be seen at the state library or at the Young Men's Library. 
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and gave detailed accounts of that Christ- 
mas entertainment. 

The mansion was filled with guests, and 
the master of the house, the gayest of the 
gay. The novelist had invited his friends 
in Samoa to spend the Christmas with 
him, and at 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
guests began to arrive. The grounds of 
Vailimal presented a busy scene, for, as 
most of the visitors came on horseback, 
the Samoan boys were actively engaged in 
unsaddling the horses and attaching them 
to the nearest tree. The Samoans laughed 
and ran about in high glee. The master 
of the house. with the ladies of the family, 
stood on the veranda, ready to welcome 
his, guests and givé them the compliments 
of the season. Soon the broad space was 
peopled with a cheerful crowd, most of 
them of Anglo-Saxon birth, and filled with 
the sentiments of peace and good will to 
all men, appropriate to the season; and 
had it been otherwise, their reserve or ill 
humor would have been quickly dispelled 
by the kindly tones of their host’s voice, 
as, brimming over with hospitality and 
kindness, he pressed them to pledge him in 
a draught of kava, of which Samoan bev- 
erage a large bowl stood in a conspicuous 
place, presided over by a bright-eyed, smil- 
ing Samoan maiden. This drinking of 
kava is a custom, perhaps, more honored 
in the breach than in the observance. for 
though not intoxicating to the unacus- 
tomed palate, it tastes like a mixture of 
soapsuds and ginger ale. It is certainly 
an acquired taste, and when one is in Sa- 
moa it is just as well to acquire it, for the 
kava bowl isin universal request. If invited 
to drink kava with a native, to refuse is a 
gross insult, as it is a part of the ceremony 
of welcome. Stevenson, a great admirer of 
native customs, pressed it on his guests on 
their entering the house, but if they refus- 
ed, as they, often did, an array of cooling 
drinks more adapted to the European palate 
awaited them. 

Truly, the climate of Samoa {s a great in- 
cemtive to the slaking of thirst, and the 
guests, after their ride in a broiling sun, 
made the liquids disappear with celerity. 
Tongues were unloosed and soon the talk 
betame general, Many were the compari- 
sons made between the Christmases we had 
passed in northern homes and the present. 
Instead of snow and ice, the sun shone bril- 
liantly in an azure sky, lighting up the fo- 
liage of gigantic trees growing in the park, 
and the broad leaves and clustering fruit 
of the banana plants nearer at hag. A 
distant sea of foliage spread itself before 
us, and beyond the calm waters of the Pa- 
cific. 

But if the scene outside the house made it 
difficult for us to realize the season, our 
doubts were dispelled on entering the din- 
ing hall, for there everything. told vs that 
it was really Christmas, not of the tropics, 
but a good, old-fashioned one, such as 
we had read about and seen pictured in the 

lustrated papers. We seemed to be in the 

anqueting hall of somé ancient castle. It 
was an immense room, nearly sixty feet 
long and wide in proportion, the furnishings 
‘being in the best of taste. 

At one end of the chamber stands an im- 
mense oaken cabinet of the date of 1460, 
and at the other the dinner table igs spread. 

The lamp light shines on an area of snowy 
drapery, silver plate and cut glass, which 
presents a brilliant coup d’ceil. The dinner 
consists of the usual Christmas fare, with 
the exception of the vegetables which 
smack of the soil. The taro, baked and 
boiled, is a good substitute for potatoes, 
but the pallisamis,a preparation of cocoa- 
nut, isa trifie rich, The wine, of which our 
host is a connoisseur, is from the best yvine- 
yards of France and Germany. The Sa- 
moan servants Wait on the guests in a 
manner refiecting Breat credit on their 
teachers. Of course,i they cannot under- 
stand what we aay, but they easily compre- 
hend our pantomimic signs, and they, 
like good children, are geen but not heard, 
for their feet and iegs being baré, they 
come and go on the polished floor without 
a sound. The good cheer soon produces 
the effect of unlocking ail tongues, and fun 


| and laughter prevail. 


Our host leads the 
revel, and tells anecdotes in inimitable 
style. Haggard, of the land commission, 
gives the latest joke from the bench, and 
60 on, 

After dinner dancing commenced and 
soon the floor was covered with couples 
whirling in the mazes of valse. It was 
picturesque scene, for the dark paneled 
walls and floor brought into full relief the 
white costumes of the dancers. 

Of course in the tropics the regulation 
black dress suit is discarded in favor of 
white duck, with a broa@ silk sash round 
the waist, and the ladies are addicted to 
muslin of various shades. Later in the 
evening, when the dancers were somewhat 
weary with their exertions, a band of na- 
tive Samoans were introduced, and per- 
formed the riva or native dance. This dif- 
fers from ordinary dancing considerably, 
as the arms and not the legs are the prin- 
cipal factors. It was a thrilling sight, as 
the pretty Samoan girls, seated on the 
floor in. a row, with gleaming - eyes .and 
their bodies bared from the waist up and 
from the knees down, glistening with oll, 
dhanted a wild strain, keeping time with 
their swaying. bodies and waving arms. 
Surely an entertainment such as this was 
never given at a Christmas party before. 
After the Samoans had departed, Steven- 
son invited us to sit in a circle, and made 
each in turn tell a story. Before such a 
master of the art, as may be imagined, 
no one wished to commence; but, seeing 
that the host @esired it after much press- 
ing, Miss Ide, an American lady, daughter 
of a prominent judge, broke the ice, and 
told a charming story of Christmas in New 
England. Haggar followed with a humo- 
rous description of how he, had met, on 
one of his boating excursions, with a ship- 
wrecked mariner and brought him safely to 
Apia. This caused great amusement, as 
all understood the allusion to one present, 
(our host), who had met with a boat accl- 
dent some. time previously. After- other 
stories, Mrs, Stevenson told of the faith- 
fulness of a Samoan servant; and then, 
amidst a ‘breathless silence, the master 
spoke. To his other gifts, Stevenson added 
that of a sympathetic yoice and remark- 
able powers of mimicry, and he used these 
with great effect as he told a tale of an 
old French colonel.
